The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That the real estate belonging to 
the City of Philadelphia, which the said corporation are 
authorized or may be authorized to sell, without being 
required to appropriate the proceeds specifically by the 
power allowing such sale: all stock in railroad, canal, plank 
road or other corporations, and all mortgages owned by the 
same; and all moneys which belonged or were owing to the 
Sinking Funds of any of the corporations, which, by the Act 
of Assembly, approved February 2, 1854, were consolidated 
into the corporation of the City of "Philadelphia, be and they 
are hereby pledged for the payment of the funded debt of the 
said corporation. 


Secr. 2. Whenever any of the above described property 
shall be sold, or the principal sum of any ground rent or mort- 
gage paid off, the proceeds shall be and are hereby appro- 
priated to a sinking fund; or to the payment of the funded

in the stocks in railroad and other corporations, shal! not, by 
force of this ordinance, be applied to said fund, but form a 
part of the income of the corporation applicable to the general 
expenses thereof. 


Secr. 3. The City Treasurer shall annually carry to the 
credit of said sinking fund, the sum of $100,000, being one 
per centum on $10,000,000, in quarterly portions, on the first 
day of January, April, July and October. 


Sect. 4. The said Treasurer shall, from time to time, 
invest the moneys hereby pledged and appropriated to the 
sinking fund in the loan of this corporation, and such invest- 
ments and their accumulations shall be applied to the payment 
of the funded debt of this corporation, when and as any part 
thereof may mature, and to no other purpose. And when- 
ever the said Treasurer shall make any such investment, he 
shall report the same to Councils, and exhibit to the Com- 
mittee on Finance the evidence thereof, at their meeting next 
subsequent to the making of the same. 


Sect. 5. Warrants for the payment of money from the 
‘Treasurer, for such investment, shall be drawn by the Mayor 
and countersigned by the Controller. |

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CHAPTER XXVII. 


AN ORDINANCE 


To provide for the issue of Certificates of Debt in payment 
of certain obligations. 


_ Whereas, some of the corporations, which by an Act of 

Assembly, approved February 2d, 1854, entitled ‘A further 
Supplement to ‘An Act to Incorporate the City of Philadel- 

hia,’ ’? were consolidated into the corporation of the City of 
Philadelphia, did, before the enactment of the same, enter 
into certain enactments, whereby the building of culverts and 
bridges, the grading and paving of streets, and the execution 
of other public works was provided for, and whereby the con- 
tractors therein agreed to receivein payment for the perform- 
ance of their covenants therein, certificates of debt of the cor- 
porations for and in whose behalf respectively the said public 
works were to be executed] and performed; and whereas, the 
obligations assumed by the said corporations, in the said con- 
tracts, are, by force of the said Act of Assembly, devolved 
upon this corporation, therefore, to provide for the issue of 
such certificates of debt: 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That the City Treasurer be and 
he is hereby authorized, to issue and deliver to the contrac- 
tors described in the preamble hereto, certificates of debt of 
this corporatien, for such amounts and at such times as Coun- 
cils shall hereafter direct: previded, the whole amount of 
such certificates shall not exceed one hundred thousand dol- 
lars. 


Sect. 2. The said certificate shall be in such form as is 
prescribed in existing ordinances, but shall contain no frac- 
tional part of one hundred dollars, and shall be transferable 
as other certificates of city debt; they shall bear a rate of 
interest of six per centum per annum, payable half yearly, on 
the first days of January and July, and the principal thereof 
shall be payable and paid at the expiration of thirty years 
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from their respective dates, and not before, without the con- 
sent of the holders thereof. 


Sect. 3. Whenever any of the said certificates shall be 
issued and delivered as aforesaid, there shall be, by force of 
this ordinance, annually appropriated out of the income of 
the corporate estates, and from the sums raised by taxation, a 
sum sufficient in amount to pay the interest on said certificates ; : 
and the further sum of one-fourth of one per centum on the 
par value of such certificates so issued and delivered, shall be 
appropriated quarterly, out of the said income and taxes, to 
be a sinking fund, which fund and its accumulation are hereby 
specifically pledged for the redemption and payment of said 
certificates.

CHAPTER XXXII. 
AN ORDINANCE 


To provide for the payment of expenses incurred in the lay- 
ing of Pipes for the conveyance of Water in and through 
the streets of the City, 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That whenever any pipes for the 
conveyance of water shall be laid in any of the streets or 
highways within the City of Philadelphia, the owners of the 
ground in front whereof the same shall be laid, shall pay for 
the expense thereof the sum of one dollar for each foot of the 
front of their ground upon such street : Provided, that on all 
corner lots an allowance shall be made of one-third the length 
of one of their fronts, but such allowance shall be always and 
only on the street or highway having the longest front ; and in 
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case both fronts are of equal dimensions, the allowance shall 
be made on the street in which the pipe shall be last laid, but 
in no case shall the allowance exceed fifty feet on any corner 
lot: and provided always, that where a corner lot shall have 
erected upon it two or more separate tenements, there shall 
only be an allowance made equal to one-third of the depth of 
the corner tenement and the yard adjoining. 


Sec. 2. That no permit for the use of water shall be issued, 
unless at the time of the application the person or persons 
shall exhibit the receipt of the proper officer for the amount 
of assessment, or other satisfactory evidence of the payment 
thereof, for the expense of laying the water pipe on the 
premises for which the permit is requested. 


Sec. 3. That whenever the pipes for the conveyance of 
water shall have been laid in any square of street or highway, 
the Chief Engineer of the Water Works shall, within five 
days thereafter, inform the Surveyor of the District within 
which the said street is situated, and the said Surveyor shall, 
within ten days thereafter, assess the expense of laying such 
pipes at the sum hereinbefore mentioned, against the several 
owners of ground fronting said street, in proportion to their 
respective fronts thereon, and make out duplicate bills there- 
for, which he shall deliver to the Chief Engineer of the Water 
Works ; and the said engineer shall cause one of said bills to 
be delivered, by one of the inspectors in the Department for 
supplying the City with water, to the owner or owners of 
ground aforesaid ; or if the owner be unknown or cannot be 
found, placed upon the premises, and the other thereof he shall 
deliver to the Register in said department. The said bills 
shall contain a printed notice that the amount thereof is paya- 
ble to the Register, and that if the same be paid within thirty 
days from the day of such delivery, a deduction of five per 
centum will be made thereon, and that if not paid within four 
months therefrom, a claim for the same will be filed. Every 
bill so delivered to the Register, shall have noted thereon, 
by the proper Inspector, the date of the delivery of its dupli- 
cate to the person charged therein, or of its being left on the 
premises as aforesaid. And at the end of four months from 
such date of delivery, or being left as aforesaid, and within 
five days thereafter, the Register shall return to the said Sur- 
veyor the bills in his hands unpaid, whereupon the said Sur- 
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veyor shall, within five days, prepare a full description by 
metes and bounds of each property whose owner shall not 
have paid the amount charged against him, and deliver the 
same, with said bill, to the City Solicitor, who shall forthwith 
file claims for, and proceed to collect the same as it is now 
practiced and allowed by law, and when the amount of any 
such claim is collected and received by him and paid to the 
City Treasurer, he shall inform the Register thereof.

CHAPTER XXXVI. 


AN ORDINANCE 


To re-organize the Fire Department of the City of Phila- 
delphia. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That the Fire Department shall 
consist of such regularly. organized engine, hose and hook and 
ladder companies, within the limits of the City of Philadel- 
phia, as shall, within sixty days after the passage of this ordi- 
nance, express, by resolution duly attested by the officers 
thereof, their willingness to comply with its provisions. The 
officers of the department shall be a Chief Engineer, seven 
Assistant Engineers, (one for each Fire District,) and one 
Director for each company possessing, at the passing of this 
ordinance, the requisite apparatus, as hereinafter provided for, 
and approved by the Committee on Trusts and Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Secr. 2. That each fire company as may be approved by 
the Committee on Trusts and Fire Department, not at present 
represented in the Board of Directors of the Fire Department 
of Philadelphia, shall, immediately after the passing of this 
ordinance, elect one of their active or honorary members to 
represent them therein; and, annually hereafter, each com- 
pany, at their stated meeting in June, shall elect one mem 
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ber as aforesaid, to represent them in the said Board of 
Directors. 


Secr. 3. That the said Board of Directors shall have 
power to make such rules and regulations for the government 
of the department as they may deem expedient and proper, 
not being contrary to the provisions of this ordinance, and to 
inflict penalties for the nonobservance of the same: provided, 


that the said rules and regulations shall be approved by 
Councils. | 


Secr. 4. That the said Board of Directors shall, at the 
stated meeting in March, and annually thereafter at their 
stated meeting in September, ballot for five persons for Chief 
Engineer, and the ¢hree persons receiving the highest number 
of votes on the jirst ballot, shall be nominated to Councils, 
and Councils, in joint meeting, by viva voce vote, shall elect 
one of the three so nominated Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department of Philadelphia : proveded, that the persons nomi- 
nated shall be not less than thirty years of age, and shall have 
served five years as members of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 5. That thesaid Board of Directors shall, at the same 
time as provided in section 4, ballot for three persons from 
each Fire District, who shall have the same qualifications as 
Chief Engineer ; and those receiving the highest number of 
votes shall be nominated to Councils, and Councils shall elect 
from said nominations, one person for each Fire District, as 
Assistant Engineer, who shall reside in the district for which 
he is elected. 


Sect. 6. That in case of the death, removal or resignation 
of the Chief Engineer, or any of the Assistant Engineers, 
during the term for which they shall have been elected, the 
Board of Directors shall forthwith nominate, and Cblincils 
shall elect, as provided for in sections fourth and fifth, and the 
person so elected shall fill the office for and during the unex- 
pired term of the preceding incumbent. The said Chief 
Engineer and Assistant Engineers may at any time be removed 
by Councils, for incapacity or neglect of duty. 


Sect. 7. That the Chief Engineer and Assistants shall, 
before entering on the duties of their offices, take an oath or 
affirmation, before the Mayor of the City, that they will per- 
form their duties honestly and impartially, and they shall 
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thereupon be qualified and empowered to act as such Chief 
Engineer and Assistants for all the purposes contemplated in 
this ordinance, as well as for the preservation of the peace at 
fires, or during alarms thereof, the prevention and suppres- 
sion of misdemeanors, and the dateatien and arrest of offen- 
ders; and the said Chief Engineer and Assistants, when on 
duty, shall wear a suitable badge of office. 

Secr. 8. That it shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer 
to attend all fires occuring in the city, and to superintend and 
direct the operations of the companies thereat in such manner 
as to preserve the property from destruction by fire or an 
unnecessary use of water. He shall be governed in the per- 
formance of his duties by the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Directors, and approved by Councils, and shall have 
full and entire control of the fire-ground during the time of 
fire; and, in the absence of the Mayor and the Marshal of 
Police, it ‘shall be the duty of the superior officer of the police 
present, to co-operate with, and under the direction of the 
Chief Engineer and AGdttints. | in reference to all matters con- 
nected with the management of the conflagration, and form a 
cordon around the fire ground, protect the Fire Department 
from intrusion or interruption, and to do all things necessary 
for the protection of the peace and property. He shall ascer- 
tain, if possible, the origin of each fire, and, if caused by 
incendiaries, shall furnish such information as he may collect 
to the Mayor. He shall procure a book, in which he shall 
enter such fire and its location, the cause of the same, the 
amount and kind of property destroyed, with the value 
thereof, the owner or owners, the amount of insurance, if 
any, and where insured, and such other information as may be 
useful ; all of which he shall communicate quarterly to Coun- 
cils and the Board of Directors. He shall report at each 
meeting of the Board of Directors and to Councils, any com- 
pany that may have disobeyed his orders or violated the rules 
of the Board. He shall visit each company at least once in 
every three months, and by a minute inspection of their appa- 
ratus, ascertain its condition, and report the same to the Board, 
which information he shall also furnish in his report to Coun- 
cils. And he shall generally do and perform whatever may 
be necessary to carry out and enforce the provisions of this 
ordinance, or the rules and regulations of the Board of Direc- 


tors. 
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Sect. 9. That the Chief Engineer, or, in his absence, the 
Assistant Engineer of the district in which the fire is, or in the 
absence of the Assistant Engineer from his district, as herein 
named, then the first Assistant Engineer who shall arrive at 
the fire, shall give such orders as in his judgment may be 
proper for the more. effectual preservation of property, in con- 
formity with the provisions ofthis ordinance and the rules and 
regulations adopted by the Board of Directors of the Fire 
Department, and any disobedience thereof, or resistance 
thereto, by any company or its adherents, shall be punished 
by such fines or penalties as the said rules and regulations 
shall impose. ‘The company fined shall, if it neglect or refuse 
to pay the same fines, be debarred from receiving any appro- 
priation from the City until it shall be paid, and may be dis-~ 


missed from the Fire Department by Councils as hereinafter 
provided. 


Sect. 10. That the Chief Engineer shall locate his office 
at or near the City Hall, and shall cause the same to be open 
at all times. He shall, with the consent of the Select Coun- 
cil, appoint a Secretary, who shall perform such duties as may 
be assigned him, and who shall also act as Secretary of the 
Board of Directors. 


Sect. 11. That the officers named in this ordinance shall 
be entitled to the following compensation per annum, payable | 
quarterly : 


Chief Engineer, - - - ~ $1500 


Assistant Engineers, each - - - 500 
Secretary, - - - - - 500 


Secr. 12, That the said City shall be divided into seven 
Fire Districts, to be numbered respectively, the First, Second. 
Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth and Seventh Districts. 


The First District shall comprise all the territory in said 
City lying south of the line of South street, from the river 
Delaware to the river Schuylkill. 


The Second District shall comprise all the territory in the 
said City lying between the line of South street on the south, 
and Market street on the north, and from the river Delaware 
to the river Schuylkill. 
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The Third District shal] comprise all the territory in said 
City lying between the line of Market street on the south and 
Callowhill street on the north, and from the river Delaware 
to the river Schuylkill. 


The Fourth District shall comprise all the territory in said 
City lying between the line of Callowhill street on the south 
and Poplar street on the north, and from the river Delaware 
to the river Schuylkill. 


The Fifth District shall comprise all the territory in said 
City lying north of Poplar street and east of the line of Broad 
street to the river Delaware. 


The Sixth District shall comprise all the territory in said 
City lying north of Poplar street and west of the line of Broad 
street to the river Schuylkill. 


The Seventh District shall comprise all the territory west 
of the river Schuylkill. 


Sec. 13. There shall be a large bell erected in each of the 
Fire Districts at one of the Police Station Houses. Immedi- 
ately after the discovery of a fire in one of the Fire Districts, 
information shall be given to the State House, and at the same 
time the station bell of the district, and the bell at the Station 
House, shall be struck to indicate the number of the district 
in which the fire is; and no other bell shall be rung except 
those herein provided for, unless by order of the Chief Engi- 
neer or Assistants, and they shall not be rung at any time by 
any other person or persons than such as shall be specially 
appointed for that purpose, or by an officer of the police ; and 
the bells now in use by fire companies shall not be rung on any 
occasion, unless by permission of the Chief Engineer. 


Src. 14. That the several fire companies located in the 
First District, shall only aid and assist in the extinguishment 
of such fires as may occur in the First and Second Districts. 
That those companies located in the Second District shall 
only aid and assist at such fires as may occur in the First, 
Second and Third Districts. That those companies located 
in the Third District shall only aid and assist at such fires as 
may occur in the Second, Third and Fourth Districts. That 
those companies located in the Fourth District shall only aid 
and assist at such fires as may occur in the Third, Fourth and 
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Fifth Districts. That those companies located in the Fifth 
District shall only aid and assist at such fires as may occur in 
the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth Districts. That those companies 
located in the Sixth District shall only aid and assist at such 
fires as may occur in the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth Districts. 
That those companies located in the Seventh District shall 
only aid and assist at such fires as may occur in the said Dis- 
trict. That those companies located west of Tenth street, in 
the Second, Third and Fourth Districts only, shall aid and 
assist at such fires as may occur in the Seventh District. And 
none of the said companies shall pass into any other Fire Dis- 
trict than such as is herein specified for their operations, 
except upon the order of the Chief or Assistant Engineer of 
the district in which the fire may be, as hereinafter provided. 


Sec. 15. That each Hose Company shall be required to 
keep a good four-wheeled carriage, and to carry at least one 
thousand feet of hose. And each Engine Company shall keep 
an engine in good serviceable order, and carry at least three 
hundred feetgof hose. And each Hook and Ladder Company 
shall carry one hundred and twenty-five feet of ladder and the 
necessary hooks and axes. And no company shall receive any 
appropriation from the City that is not in perfect condition for 
active service, with the apparatus herein required, at least 
nine months in each year: Provided, that companies which 
are unable to comply with the provisions of this section, so 
far as relates to the quantity of hose to be carried, shal] be 
exempt from the penalty for the space of twelve months from 
the passage of this ordinance; and that all engines hereafter 
to be built shall have their chambers at least eight inches in 
diameter. 


Sec. 16. That any Fire Company that shall provide accom- 
modations for persons sleeping, or shall permit gambling or 
drinking in their house, or any of their members, adherents, 
or other persons to sleep therein, during the night, or allow 
minors to assist in conveying their apparatus to and from a 
fire, or alarm thereof, shall forfeit their annual appropriation 
from the City. 


Sec. 17. That the number of active members of the seve- 
ral Fire Companies shall be as follows, viz :—Hose and Hook 
and Ladder Companies, not to exceed thirty, and Engine 
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Companies fifty: Provided, that a company having a first 
class engine, or a combined apparatus, may have an additional 
number of members, but in no case shall the number exceed 
seventy-five. Contributing members shall not be permitted 
to wear the badge or equipments of the company to which 
they are attached, or have any voice in controlling the affairs 
thereof: Provided, that all persons who have served five 
years or upwards, and who may be honorary members of the 
several companies, may wear the equipments of the company 
to which they belonged, and shall not be included in the num- 
ber to which, by the provisions of this section, the companies 
comprising the department are entitled. 


Sec. 18. That any company which, at the time of the pas- 
sing of this ordinance, shall have a greater number of active 
members than is herein prescribed, shall not be permitted to 
elect new members until the number be reduced to the stan- 
dard: Provided, that contributing members who have been in 
the habit of performing active duty, may be placed on the 
active roll, and the reduction herein contemplated be gradu- 
ally made thereafter: and provided further, that no person 
shall wear the equipments, or be elected a member of any 
company, who is under the age of twenty-one years. 


Sec. 19. That there shall be annually appropriated to each 
Fire Company in the city that shall have complied with the 
provisions of this ordinance, and submitted to the rules and 
regulations of the Board of Directors, such sum, not exceed- 
ing four hundred dollars, as Councils upon the recommenda- 
tion of the said Board of Directors may deem necessary for 
the support and maintainance of the apparatus ; but no part 
of the same shall be paid to any company until they have been 
visited and inspected by the Committee on Trusts and Fire 
Department, and furnished to them a statement of their appa- 
ratus, the number of members, designating the active, hono- 
rary and contributing ; the number of fires during the year at 
which they have been in service, and the average attendance 
thereat, and a certificate from the Board of Directors of the 
Fire Department, and countersigned by the Chief Engineer, 
that they are entitled to the same. 


Sec. 20. That any Fire Company in the City of Philadel- 
phia, which shall refuse or neglect to elect a representative in 
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the Board of Directors of the Fire Department, in conforinity 
with the provisions of this ordinance, or which shall not com- 
ply with the ordinance of Councils or the rules and recula- 
tions of the Board of Directors, or which shall be guilty of 
rioting or fighting, upon complaint made by the said Board of 
Directors, or by ten respectable citizens, may, after a hearing 
by Select and Common Councils, or by a joint committee, be 
dismissed from the Fire Department by Councils, and shall 
thereafter be incapacitated to act as a Fire Company; and no 
person who shall have been expelled from a company for riot- 
ous or disorderly conduct, shall be permitted to join another 
company. Nor shall a new Fire Company be organized 
without the consent of Councils. 


Sec. 21. Warrants for the payment of moneys appropri- 
ated for the use of the Fire Department shall be drawn by the 
Chief Engineer, and shall be of the following form:

describe the services or materials, as the case may be,]| and 
charge the same appropriation made to this department for

Sec. 22. At the time of issue of every such warrant, the 
said engineer shall take and keep a receipt therefor, which 
shall specify its number, date, amount and the services or 
supplies for payment of which it is issued. And every war- 
rant shall be accompanied by a bill, which shall contain the 
items which compose the sum for which payment is to be made ; 
it shall be presented to the Controller and filed by him. 


Sec. 23. The Chief Engineer shall give bond, with two or 
more securities, to the City of Philadelphia, in the sum of 
$10,000, to be approved by Councils, for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties. 


Sec. 24. That it shall be the duty of the Secretary of each 
Fire Company in the City of Philadelphia, to furnish, under 
oath, to the Secretary of the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
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Department, annually, in the month of January, a list of all 
the members, stating active, honorary and contributing, with 
their age, residence and occupation. 


Sec. 25. That so much of any ordinance as is inconsistent 
herewith, be and the same is hereby repealed.

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salaries) until the bills shall have been submitted to the Com- 
mittee on Finance for supervision.

CHAPTER XXXVIIL. 
AN ORDINANCE 


Organizing the Department of City Commissioners, and defining 
the proceedings of the Board of Revision. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That the City Commissioners shall, 
immediately after every election at which Assessors have been 
elected, issue their precept to the Assessors of the respective 
wards, requiring them to make out and return to them, at 
such time as they shall designate, not later than the first day 
of September following, a just and perfect list, in such form as 
they shall direct, of all the taxable persons ‘residing i in their 
respective wards, and of all property taxable and exempt by 
law, with a just valuation of the same: Provided, that each 
precept so to be issued, shall also contain instructions requir- 
ing the said Assessors, in all cases, in making out and return- 
ing the list of real property, taxable and exempt, to return 
therewith the dimensions or number of feet front and depth of 
each property, and the number of acres where such property 
is assessed by the acre. 


Sec. 2. The said Commissioners, after receipt of such 
returns, in the years in which the triennial assessment is made, 
shall make out and publish, in not less than two newspapers, 
for two weeks, a statement in such form as will show the 
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aggregate value and assessments made by each Assessor upon 
all property taxable for city and county purposes, and the said 
publications shall contain a notice that the Board of Revision 
will sit at a day not later than thirty days from the date of such 
publication, which day shall be mentioned in such publication, 
for finally determining whether any of the valuation of the As- 
sessors have been made at other than a just rate, according to 
_ the meaning and intention of the Act of Assembly, approved 
the 27th day of July, 1842, entitled “An Act to provide for 
the ordinary expenses of the government, payment of the inte- 
rest upon the State Debt, receiving proposals for the sale of the 
Puble Works, and for other purposes.”’ Also of the Act en- 
titled “A further Supplement to ‘An Act incorporating the City 
of Philadelphia,’ approved 2d of February, A. D. 1854. And 
in said publications, in particulars not herein mentioned, the » 
said Commissioners shall conform to the provisions of the 
said Acts of Assembly. 


Sec. 3. From the time of slats the said returns as 
aforesaid, until the day appointed for determining whether any 
valuation of the Assessors have been made at other than a just 
rate, any taxable inhabitant shall have the right to examine 


the said returns in the Commissioners’ office. 


Sec. 4. Upon the day mentioned in the said publication for — 
the meeting of the said Board of Revision, the City Commis- 
sioners, the City Treasurer, and the Receiver of Taxes shall 
assemble and organize a Board, of which the City Commis- 
sioner holding the oldest certificate of election, shall be the 
President; the members of said Board shall each take and 
subscribe before the President Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas, for the County of Philadelphia, the oath or affirmation 
prescribed j in the 10th section of the Act of Assembly before 
referred to, and immediately thereafter proceed to perform all 
the duties imposed upon them by the 13th section of the Act 
of Assembly, passed February 2d, 1854. 


Sec. 5. When the whole of the valuation of the Assessors 
shall have been revised and equalized, in conformity to law, 
the said Board shall fix the days upon which they will hear 
the appeals of tax-payers from the assessments in the respective 
wards, and the City Commissioners shall cause accurate tran- 
scripts of the assessments so revised and equalized, to be made 
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out by their clerks, and transmit the same to the respective 
Assessors of the wards, and the said Assessors, upon the 
receipt of suck transcripts, shall give written or printed notice, 
at least five days before the day of appeal, to every taxable 
inhabitant within their respective wards, of the amount or 
sum for which he stands rated or assessed, and of the time and 
place of appeal; and the said Commissioners shall also give 

notice in one or more daily newspapers published in the city, 
at least two weeks before the day of appeal, of the time and 
place fixed for such appeal. 


Sec. 6. At the time and place fixed for the appeal, the 
said Board of Revision shall attend and hear all persons who 
may apply for redress, and grant such relief as to them shall 
appear just and reasonable. And after the appeals shall have 
been heard, the said Board shall proceed to regulate the 
assessments ‘according to the alterations made, and cause fair 
duplicates thereof to be made. 


Sec. 7. The said Commissioners, after the receipt of the 
returns of the Assessors in each of the two years after the 
triennial assessment, shall cause the respective Assessors to 
give notice to the taxable inhabitants in like manner, as before 
set forth, as after the triennial assessment, but in cases only 
wherein ‘by law, property is assessable for taxation in the years 
wherein the triennial assessment is not made. And the days 
and place of appeal shall be fixed by the City Commissioners, 
who shall give the same public notice thereof as is required in 
the case of appeals from triennial assessments. . 


Sec. 8. At the times and place fixed for the appeals men- 
tioned in the 7th section hereof, the said Board of Revision 
shall attend as a Board of Appeal, and hear all persons who 
may apply for redress, and grant such relief as to them shall 
appear just and reasonable: Provided, they shall not make 
any allowance or abatement in the valuation of any real estate 
which was assessed at a triennial assessment, except where 
buildings or other improvements have been destroyed subse- 
quently to such triennial assessment. 


Sec. 9. The assessments and valuations shall, in all cases, 
be completed by the said Board before the end ‘of the year in 
which assessment and valuations shall be made for the tax of 
the succeeding year, and as soon as the rate of taxes shall be 
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established by Councils, the City Commissioners shall deliver 
the duplicates to the Receiver of ‘Taxes. 


Sec. 10. The said Commissioners shall at all times make 
such abatement or exonerations for mistakes in assessments, as 
to them shall appear just and reasonable, and shall cause to be 
entered in a book or books to be kept for that purpose, the 
names of all persons whose property shall have been so abated 
or exonerated, together with the reason why, and the amount 
and date when made, and furnish a copy of each entry to the 
Receiver of Taxes: Provided, neither the said Commissioners 
or the Board of Revision or Appeal, shall make any abatement 
or alteration in any manner in any assessed property, except 
at the times and as hereinbefore mentioned. 


Sec. 11. The said City Commissioners shall perform the 
duty of selecting and drawing jurors, and such duties relating 
to elections and election officers, as the Commissioners of the 
County of Philadelphia were by law authorized and required 
to perform, previous to the passage of the Act of 2d of Feb- 
ruary, 1854, entitled ‘A further Supplement to an Act en- 
titled ‘ An Act to Incorporate the City of Philadelphia.’ ” 


Sec. 12. They shall have charge and care of the Court 
Houses in the City of Philadelphia, and the buildings and 
rooms appointed and used for county purposes, and of all re- 
pairs and alterations thereof, and of the furnishing from time 
to time of the same, in the manner. necessary for their proper 
_use and occupation; but no expense for any such repair, 
alteration, or furnishing, exceeding the sum of one hundred 
dollars, shall be contracted by them, unless Councils shall 
have first made an appropriation therefor. 


Sec. 13. The said Commissioners, or a majority thereof, 
shall annually, and whenever a vacancy shall occur, nomi- 
nate, and by and with the advice and consent of the Select 
Council, appoint the following officers, namely: one chief 
clerk, two assistant clerks, one recording clerk, one mes- 
senger, and one superintendent for buildings used for county 
purposes. ‘l’he said officers shall be removable at the pleasure 
of the said Commissioners, or a majority of them; they shall 
perform such duties as the said Commissioners may from time 
to time direct. 
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Sec. 14. The annual salaries of the officers in this depart- 
ment shall be as follows, payable monthly : 


The City Commissioners, each - - $1,750 
The Chief Clerk, - - - 1,200 
The Assistant Clerks, each . - 800 
The Recording Clerk, : - 800 
The Messenger, - <7 - - 500 
The Superintendent, - - > 500 


The salaries of the City Commissioners, clerks and other 
officers, shall be computed from the first day of July, A. 
D. 1854. 


Sec. 15. Warrants for the payment of moneys appropriated 
to the Department of the City Commissioners, shall be drawn 
by the said Commissioners, or two thereof, in the following 
form :

At the time of the issuing of any such warrant, 
the Commissioners shall take and keep a receipt for the same, 
which shall specify its number, date and amount, and the 
purpose for which it is issued; and every warrant shall be 
accompanied by a bill, which shall contain the items that com- 
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pose the sum, for payment of which it was drawn; this bill 
shall be signed by the person in whose favor the warrant is 
drawn, and be delivered to the Controller and filed by him. 


Sec. 17. All warrants for salaries or compensation, which, 
previous to the passage of the Act of February 2d, 1854, 
entitled ‘‘ A further Supplement to an Act entitled ‘* An Act 
to Incorporate the City of Philadelphia,’ ” were payable out of 
the County Treasury, and are now, by force of ,the said Act, 
to be paid out of the City Treasury, to officers or agents who 
are not superseded by the said Act, but continue to perform 
duties as county officers, shall be drawn by the City Com- 
missioners. 


Sec. 18. The said Commissioners, in addition to the duties | 
herein imposed upon them, shall perform such other as Coun- 
cils may from time to time prescribe.

CHAPTER LIV.

The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That it shall not be lawful for any 
horse or horse kind, cow, heifer, bull or steer, sheep or sheep 
kind, or any description of cattle whatsoever, or hog, sow, 
shoat, pig or goat, to go at large in any of the highways of - 
the City, nor in any of the public squares or parks thereof, or 
upon any unenclosed field, common or piece of land therein. 
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Secr. 2. All animals mentioned in the first section hereof 
found going at large as therein mentioned, shall be deemed 
forfeited, and shall be taken up and sold by such of the police 

officers of the City as the Mayor may depute for such purpose: 

Provided, no sale shall be made of such animals before notice 
of the time and place thereof shall have been given in two 
daily newspapers of the City, and the owner or owners of any 
such animal may redeem the same before sale, upon paying 
all expenses then incurred and the amount of the fine here- 
after mentioned. And the proceeds of such sale, and the 
amount of any such fine paid, as aforesaid, shall be paid into 
the City Treasury. 


Src. 3. The owner or owners or person having charge of 
such itkiviy found going at large, as aforesaid, shall forfeit and 
pay for every such animal found going at large, as aforesaid, 
the sum of one dollar, which shall bein addition to the punish- 
ment of forfeiture of such animal hereinbefore provided; and 
the said penalty shall be sued for and recovered in the 
manner that~debts of like amount are by law sued for and 
recovered.

CHAPTER LY. 
AN ORDINANCE 


Relating to Wagons, Carts, Drays and Barrows. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That all vehicles having four wheels 
used for the transportation of merchandize or other articles, 
and drawn by animal power, shall be deemed a wagon; those 
having but two wheels, with a body fixed thereon, shall be 
deemed a cart, and those with but two wheels, without bodies, 
a dray, and all wheel-barrows, hand or push-carts used, &c., 
shall be deemed barrows, within the meaning of this ordinance. 


Secr. 2. No person shall set up, use or drive in the said 
city, any wagon, cart, dray or barrow, for the transportation 
of merchandize or materials of any kind, for hire, from place to 
place within the same, unless it be registered, and a certificate 
thereof be annually renewed, as herein provided for, under 
a penalty of three dollars for every time such wagon, cart or 
dray is used, and of one dollar for each time such barrow is 
so used. 

Secr. 3. The owner or owners of such wagons, carts, drays, 
or barrows shall, on or before the first day of ‘April, 1855, 
appear at the office of the License Clerk, in the Department 
of Highways, Bridges, Sewers and Cleansing the City, and 
there enter his or their name or names and place or places of 
abode, and the number to be affixed to the wagon, cart, dray 
or barrow owned by him or them, in a book to be kept for 
that purpose, which entry shall be acknowledged by the sig- 
nature of such owner or owners, with his or their proper name 
or firm, and whenever any person or persons shall intend to 
set up, use or employ any wagon, cart, dray or barrow, as 
aforesaid, he or they shall make such application, as aforesaid, 
and the proceedings above described shall take place: Provi- 
ded, the said Clerk shall not allow any duplicate numbers to 
be used for such wagon, cart, dray or barrow. 


Sec. 4. Every such owner or owners shall, after havin 
made such entry, as aforesaid, receive from the said Clerk 
a certificate thereof, stating the number of wagons, carts,, 
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drays or barrows, so entered, and the place or places of abode 
of the owner or owners thereof, and such owner or owners 
shall thereupon pay the said Clerk, for the use of the 
Corporation for each wagon, cart or dray, by him or them so 
entered, the sum of one dollar, and for each barrow, fifty 
cents. 


Sect. 5. The owner or owners of such wagons, carts, drays 
or barrows, shall annually, after such original registry, be- 
tween the first day of March and the first day of April, appear 
at the office of said License Clerk, and take out a new certifi- 
cate of their wagons, carts, drays or barrows, having been 
entered agreeably to the provisions hereof, for which certificate 
they shall pay to the said Clerk the sum ‘of one dollar, except 
for barrows, for which there shall be paid the sum of twenty- 
five cents. 

Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of every owner of such wagon, 
cart, dray or barrow who, after having registered the same, 
shall change his place of abode, or shall sell or transfer the 
same, within five days after his removal or the sale or transfer 
thereof, to appear at the office of said License Clerk, and state 
the place to which he has removed, or to whom he made such 
sale or transfer, and have the certihdate altered accordingly, 
for which alteration no charge shall be made; and every such 
owner, removing as aforesaid, or selling or transferring his 
wagon, cart, dray or barrow, ‘who shall refuse or neglect to 
comply with the foregoing requisitions, shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of five dollars. 


Sect. 7. And if any person shall make, or cause or procure 
to be made, a false registry of such wagon, cart, dray or bar- 
row, either in the number or name of the owner, or place 
of abode, or after a true registry, shall alter said number, or 
alter the certificate given to him, or shall forge, or cause to be 
forged or counterfeited any such cetificate, shall forfeit and 
pay for every such offence, the sum of twenty dollars. 

Secr. 8. The Chief Commissioner of Highways is hereby 
authorized to appoint such and so many stands in the public 
highways for wagons, carts, drays and barrows as the public 
convenience and necessities may seem to require, and to change, 
alter or annul the same for the like convenience and necessity, 
and keep a list thereof in his office for public inspection. 


Secr. 9. 'The said stands, so appointed, shall be for the use

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of all wagons, carts, drays or barrows, which shall have been 
registered as herein provided. The owner or driver of any 
such wagon, cart, dray or barrow, whilst on such stand, shall 
place and range his horse or horses and wagon, cart, dray or 
barrow in the manner that shall be prescribed by the said Chief 
Commissioner of Highways: and no such owner, driver or per- 
son aforesaid, whilst waiting for emyloyment on any such 
stand, as aforesaid, or whilst in any of the public streets or 
roads, or on the wharves of the said city, shall crack or flou- 
rish his whip, or molest or disturb any person passing, or shall 
be more than fifteen feet from his wagon, cart or dray, except 
when necessarily absent therefrom, in the course of his duty 
or business ; the driver of all drays, wagons, carts and furniture 
cars shall not follow each other in a continuous line, but shall, 
when driving, be at his horse’s head or holding the lines of 
the same, but shall allow a space of ten feet between each of 
them ; and any owner, or driver or person aforesaid, who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this section, shall forfeit and 
pay for every such offence the sum of five dollars. 


Sect. 10. Every cart used for the removal of earth, ma- 
nure or building rubbish, shall have a tail-board, extending at 
least three inches in height above the ends of the sides of the 
cart, under the penalty of two dollars for every time the same 
is used, as aforesaid, without having such tail-board. 


Sect. 11. The penalties, fines and forfeitures herein men- 
mentioned, shall be sued for and recovered in the manner that 
debts for penalties of like amount are by law sued for and 


recovered. 


Sect. 12. Any ordinance or parts of ordinances of the Corpo- 
ration of the Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of Philadelphia, 
or of any of the late Municipal Corporations in the County of 

- Philadelphia, which are inconsistent herewith or are hereby 
altered and supplied, be and the same are hereby repealed.

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CHAPTER LVI. 
A SUPPLEMENT 


To an Ordinance approved December 7, 1854, entitled ‘An

Superintendent, in the presence of the 
Committee on Port Wardens, Public Landings and Wharves, 
and the highest and best bid therein accepted; and such open- 
ing of proposals shall have taken place at least thirty days 
before the expiration of any existing lease on the property 
so proposed for rent. But if no such proposals shall have 
been received after such public notice, then the said Superin- 
intendent shall lease the premises upon the best terms he can 
obtain. All leases shall be for terms of not Jess than one or 
more than three years, as the committee may determine. 
The said Superintendent shall have charge of and superintend 
the cleansing of such docks pertaining to any of said wharves 
or landings as Councils may direct to be cleansed. He shall, 
under the supervision of the said committee, superintend all 
repairs which may be necessary to be made to such wharves 
or landings, and have charge of the construction of new, or 
alteration of existing wharves and landings, whenever Coun- 
cils shall authorize such construction or alteration. He shall 
not execute any lease or make any contract until he shall have 
reported and exhibited the same to the said committee; and 
he shall perform such other duties and services appertaining to 
his office as Councils may from time to time require. 


Secr. 2. The Superintendent shall report to the committee 
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at each of its stated meetings, all those tenants of the wharves 
or landings who'shall be in arrears of rent thirty days or 
more.

Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City

For the cost of the construction and repair of works employ- 
ed in supplying water, forty-three thousand six hundred and 
fifty dollars. 


For the payment of taxes, for stationery and blank books 
and blanks, printing and advertising and incidental expenses 
of the department, and of the committee on the department, 
ten thousand seven hundred dollars. 


For the salaries of officers of the department, not before 
mentioned, fifteen thousand three hundred dollars. 


_ For the payment of bills for materials, incurred in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-four, one thousand eight 
hundred dollars. 


For the payment of Messrs. Birkenbine & Trotter, when the

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CHAPTER LXI. 
AN ORDINANCE 


To organize the Department of the Poor. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the Cit 
of Philadelphia do ordain, ‘That the Board of Guardians of the 
Poor, as constituted by the 18th and 19th sections of an Act 
of Assembly, approved February 2d, 1854, entitled ‘A fur- 
ther Supplement to an Act entitled ‘An Act to Incorporate 
the City of Philadelphia’ ’’ shall have charge and care of the 
relief and employment of the poor of the City of Philadelphia, 
except such parts thereof within the Twenty-first, Twenty- 
second and Twenty-third Wards as formerly constituted the 
townships and boroughs of Roxborough, Germantown, Bristol, 
Frankford, White Hall, Oxford, Lower Dublin, Delaware, 
Moreland and Byberry; and to this end the said Board of 
Guardians shall possess, exercise and perform all the powers, 
immunities, privileges and duties that were possessed, held, 
enjoyed and performed by the late corporation of ‘The Guar- 
dians for the Relief and Employment of the Poor of the City of 
Philadelphia, the District of Southwark and the Townships of 
the Northern Liberties and Penn,”’ except as the same are 
abridged and modified by the aforesaid act, or by this ordi- 
nance. 


Sect. 2. The said Board shall have authority to appoint 
_ such and so many ofhcers and agents, as may be necessary, 
for the promotion and performance of the public service entrust- 
ed to and required of them, and remove the same at pleasure, 
and the said Board shall fix such amount of compensation 
for the services of such officers and agents as they may deem 
just and proper, and make such rules and regulations respecting 
the duties to be performed by them, as the requirements of the 
public business in their charge may seem to them to require: 
Provided, That if by any of such rules and regulations, any ofh- 
cer is allowed or required to collect for the said Board, any 
moneys, fees or penalties, then such officer shall give security, 
to be approved by the said Board, for the faithful collection 
and account thereof, and the said Board shall provide that a 
return shall, twice in each week be made to the City Control- 
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ler, on oath, of all moneys collected by them or their officers, 
and that immediately after making such return, payment of 
the amount shall be made to the City Treasurer. 


Sect. 3. The said Board shall have possession, charge and 
care of the Blockley Almshouse, and the ground therewith 
reserved and occupied, and of the building in Seventh street, 
in the Ninth Ward, now used as an office for the accommoda- 
tion of the officers of the Board, and the said Board shall have 
authority to rent such places, for offices in the city, as they 
shall find necessary for the accommodation of their visitors and 
other officers, in the performance of their duties. 


Sect. 4. The trusts which were vested in the said Corpora- 
tion of the Guardians for the relief and. employment of the 
Poor of the City of Philadelphia, the District of Southwark, 
and the Townships of the Northern Liberties and Penn, by 
devise or gift, shall be managed and administered by the said 
Board of Guardians, conformably to the terms of such gift or 
devises: Provided, that the receipts or income from such trust 
funds shall be paid by the said Board or such officer or officers as 
they may designate to the City Treasurer, as in the case of 
other moneys collected or received by the said Board or its 
officers. 


Sect. 5. The said Board shall, annually, at the first stated 
meeting of Councils in the month of January, report to them 
a statement, in detail, of the receipts and disbursements made 
by them during the past fiscal year, and they shall, annually, 
not later than the first day of January, report to Councils an 
estimate of the amount necessary for the expenses of their 
department during the then fiscal year, and the items of such 
expense, with an estimate of their receipts for the same time. 


Sect. 6. The said Board of Guardians shall be required to 
keep an account with all the Poor Districts in Pennsylvania, 
of all the out-door relief furnished in behalf of paupers having 
a legal settlement therein according to the several acts of Assem- 
bly of this Commonwealth. 


Sect. 7. Warrants for the payment of appropriations made 
to the department shall be drawn by the President of said 
Board, in the following form, and each warrant shall contain 
the certificate hereinafter set forth, namely:

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CHAPTER LXII. 
AN ORDINANCE 


To provide for Gratuitous Vaccination. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That each ward of the city shall 
be a district for the gratuitous vaccination of the poor. 


Sect. 2. Immediately upon the passage hereof, and annually 
thereafter in the month of January, and whenever a vacancy 
shall occur by death, resignation or otherwise, the Select 
Council shall elect a Physician for each of the following 
wards, viz: First, Third, Fifth, Seventh, Ninth, Eleventh, 
Thirteenth, Fifteenth, Seventeenth Nineteenth, Twenty-first, 
and Twenty-third ; and the Common Council one for each of 
the following, viz: Second, Fourth, Sixth, Eighth, Tenth, 
Twelfth, Fourteenth, Sixteenth, Eighteenth, Twentieth, Twen- 
ty-second and Twenty-fourth Wards, who shall have had 
conferred upon them the Degree of Doctor of Medicine, and 
who shall be the Vaccine Physician for the ward for which he 
shall have been so elected, who shall reside therein. The said 
Vaccine Physicians shall hold their offices until their successors 
are elected, unless sooner removed by a resolution of Councils. 


Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of each of the Vaccine Physi- 
cians to vaccinate gratuitously in their respective wards all 
persons who may make application or be reported to him, 
either at his own office or at their respective places of abode, 
according to the option of the applicant; and he shall continue 
to visit every such patient as often as may be necessary, to 
enable him to ascertain whether the person or persons so vac- 
cinated have had and passed through the genuine vaccine dis- 
ease. Each of the Vaccine Physicians shall keep in some 
convenient part of his ward, or its immediate vicinity, an 
office where application may be made at all reasonable times 
in relation to the duties of his appointment; and they shall 
each and every of them preserve and keep constantly on 
hand a sufficient quantity of genuine vaccine scab or matter, 
which shall be distributed without fee or charge to every 
practicing physician residing within this Commonwealth, and 
applying therefor personally or by agent for their own use.

Sect. 4.. The said physicians shall each furnish the Board 

of Health quarterly with a list, alphabetically arranged, of the 
names, ages, residences and occupations of the persons whom 
he may have successfully vaccinated ; and it shall be the duty 
of the clerk of the Board of Health to publish quarterly the 
number of patients successfully vaccinated in each ward, with 
the name of the physician, and also to publish annually the 
whole number during the year in each ward. 


Sect. 5. The annual compensation of the said Vaccine 
Physician shall be fifty dollars, payable quarterly. Warrants 
for the payment of the same to be drawn by the Mayor, in the 
form prescribed by ordinance in force. 


Sect. 6. The office of collector of vaccine cases, wherever 
the same exists by virtue of any ordinance or regulation of 
the corporations which now compose the corporation of the 


City of Philadelphia, be and the same is hereby abolished.

Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 


of Philadelphia do ordain, That the Trustees of the Phila-

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empowered to take charge of, and exercise exclusive control 
over, and have the management of, the several Gas Works, 
and all the property appertaining thereto, now in possession 
of the Corporation of the City of Philadelphia, or that may 
hereafter be in its possession, comprising all the buildings for 
the manufacture and sale of gas, and all the mains, services 
and gas holders belonging thereto, and also the materialszon 
hand for the manufacture and distribution of gas, the products 
of such materials, the stock of gas on hand, the proceeds of 
the gas consumed but unsettled for, and the outstanding bills 
due to said Gas Works, together with the books of accounts 
relating thereto; and immediately upon taking possession 
thereof, the said Trustees shall make a detailed report to 
Councils of the property, rea! or personal, so taken possession 
of by them, signed by the Chairman of the Committee on 
Gas, and the President of the Board of Trustees of the Phila- 
delphia Gas Works. And the said Trustees shall have 
the same power to make contracts for materials, labor 
and superintendence, to be used and employed in said works, 
and to collect all debts now due or hereafter to become due 
to the same, as they now have under the Ordinances of the 
Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of Philadelphia, relating to the 
Gas Works built under their authority, and to enforce the 
same rules and regulations for the introduction and consump- 
tion of gas, as are now or may be hereafter authorized by the 
said ordinance or any other ordinances duly enacted. 


Sect. 2. For the purpose of relieving taxation, the Trus- 
tees and the Committee on Gas shall be required to assess the 
entire value of the Gas Works of the late Districts of Spring 
Garden, of Moyamensing, of West Philadelphia and Belmont 
and the late Borough of Frankford, at their fair value, not to be 
less than the sum of four hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
and the Trustees shall be required to pay over to the Trea- 
surer of the City of Philadelphia, on or before the 30th day of 
June, four per cent., and on or before the 3lst of December, 
four per cent., in each and every year, upon so much of the 
City Debt, as shall be equal to the assessed value of all the 
said Gas Works; three per cent. of which shall be applied, 
by the said City Treasurer, to the payment of the semi-annual 
interest, upon the amount of the assessed value of said 


works of the City Debt, or of Loans of the City of Philadel-

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phia, and one per cent. shall be immediately invested by him 
in the purchase of Certificates of Loans of the City of Phila- 
delphia, to constitute a sinking fund for the final redemption 
of the above assessed valuations, until said sinking fund, so 
created, shall, with its accumulations, amount to the said 
assessed value of said works, when the above semi-annual 
payments to the City Treasurer shall cease. 


Sect. 3. For the purpose of enabling the Trustees of the 
Philadelphia Gas Works to carry out the various trusts here- 
tofore confided to them by ordinances of Councils, and effect- 
ually secure the objects contemplated in this ordinance, or any 
other ordinances which may be enacted, and to equalize the 
price of gas, the said Trustees are hereby required and 
empowered so to regulate the price of gas, and the several 
products of its manufacture, as may from time to time be 
necessary, the said price to be the same in all the wards of 


the City, supplied by the Gas Works under the a ae 
of the Board of ‘Trustees. 


Sect. 4. To secure economy in public lighting, all the 
public lamps in which gas is used or consumed, furnished by 
the Trustees of the Philadelphia Gas Works, shall be inspected 
by an agent or agents of the Trustees, in order that all the 
burners may be maintained at a suitable and uniform standard; 
and the price chargeable for the gas consumed in such public 
lamps, shall not exceed twenty-five dollars per annum, for 
each public lamp, payable quarterly on the first day of March, 
June, September and December of each year. 


Secr. 5. That the Trustees shall be authorized to negotiate 
for the purchase (subject to the approval of Councils) of the 
property of the Northern Liberties Gas Company, the South- 
wark and Moyamensing Gas Company, the Kensington Gas 
Company, the Richmond Gas Company, the Germantown Gas 
Company and the Manayunk Gas Company; in case the 
Trustees shall not be able to agree with either of the above 
Gas Companies upon such terms as shall be satisfactory to: 
Councils, the Trustees of the City Gas Works shall be autho- 
rized, and upon application of the eitizens residing in those 
portions of the City, lighted by the above Gas Companies, 
may extend the mains of the City Gas Works into such Dis-

CHAPTER XCIX. 


AN ORDINANCE 


To regulate the manner of paving the streets in the City of 


Philadelphia, and to provide for the payment of the expense 
thereof. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of cave rae do ordain, That the cartways of the public 
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streets and highways of the City of Philadelphia, (except at 
the intersections thereof,)shall be paved at the expense of the 
owners of the ground fronting thereon, and the repairing of 
the same shall be done at the expense of the city. That the 
_ footways of all public streets and highways, and the cartways 
and footways of all private streets, shall be graded, curbed 
and paved, and kept in repair at the expense of the owners of 
the ground fronting thereon: Provided, That in front of im- 
proved property the sidewalks shall be paved to the full width 
thereof, and in front of vacant lots, where the cartway is 
paved, the sidewalks shall be paved at least eight feet in width, 
in streets forty feet and more in width, and five feet in streets 
less than forty feet in width; and on roads and unpaved 
streets, the footwalks shall be at least five feet in width, and 
shall be made of brick, stone or plank, when, and as may be 
directed by the department of highways: And provided fur- 
ther, that all sidewalks in the paved parts of the city, in front 
of vacant lots, shall be graded to the line of such street, and 
that part thereof not required to be paved shall be covered 
with gravel at least four inches thick. And where there 
are private cartways leading across sidewalks to any store- 
house, stable or other building, or to vacant lots in the paved 
parts of said city, the same shall be paved either with broad 
flat stones, hewn and laid closely together, or with hard 
bricks laid edgewise. 


Sect. 2. That whenever the cartways of any such public 
street, or any portion thereof, shall have been paved by autho- 
rity of Councils, the Chief Commissioner of Highways shall, 
within fifteen days after such paving, furnish to the Surveyor 
of the District, within which the said street is situated, an 
account of the expense of the same. And the said Surveyor 
shall, within ten days thereafter, assess the said expense, 
excluding therefrom the expense of paving at the intersection 
of any public streets, against the several owners of ground 
fronting said street, each to the centre thereof, and in propor- 
tion to their fronts thereon; and make out duplicate bills there- 
for, which he shall deliver to the Supervisor of Highways, 
within whose bounds the street is situate, one of which the 
said Supervisor shall, within the like space of time, deliver to 
such owner or owners, or, if the owner or owners be unknown 
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~ or cannot be found, place, or cause it to be placed, upon the 
premises, and the other he shall deliver to the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Highways. The said bills shall contain a printed 
notice that the amount thereof is payable to the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Highways, and that if the same be paid within thirty. 
days from the day of such delivery a deduction of five per 
centum will be made thereon, and if not paid within that time 
a claim for the same will be filed. Every bill so delivered to 
the Chief Commissioner of Highways, shall have noted there- 
on by the said Supervisor the date of the delivery of its dupli- 
cate to the person charged therein, or of its being left on the 
premises as aforesaid; and at the end of thirty days from such 
date of delivery, and within five days thereafter, the Chief 
Commissioner of Highways shall return to the said Surveyor 
the bills in his hands unpaid; whereupon the said Surveyor 
shall, within five days, prepare a full description by metes 
and bounds of each property, whose owner or owners shall 
not have paid the amount charged against him or them, and - 
deliver the same, with said bill, to the City Solicitor, who 
shall forthwith file claims for, and proceed to collect the same, 
as is now practiced and allowed by law. 


Sect. 3. Whenever the cartway of any public street, or 
portion thereof, shall be by Councils ordered to be paved, or 
whenever they may order the paving, grading and curbing of- 
.the footway of any street, every owner of ground fronting on 
such street shall, without delay, at his own cost, cause the 
footway in front “of his ground to be graded, paved with brick 
or flat stone, and supported by curb-stones; and if the owner 
of such ground shall neglect to grade, pave and curb as afore- 
said, or if the owner of ground in front of any footway, shall 
neglect to repair the same for the space of twenty days after 
he shall have been thereto required by the Commissioner of 
Highways within whose District the same shall be situate, or 
if the owner is unknown or cannot be found, then, after a notice 
requiring the same shall have been left or placed, or caused to 
be left or placed upon the said premises by the said Commis- 
sioner, he, the said Commissioner or proper authority, shall 
cause the same to be graded, paved and curbed, or repaired, as 
the case may be, and the charge thereof shall be paid by 
such owner; and the same proceedings shall be had for the 
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collection thereof, as is set forth in the second section hereof 
concerning the collection of the cost of paving the cartway of 
any public street: Proveded, that the curb-stones in streets less 
than twenty feet in width, shall be not less than three feet 
long, fifteen inches wide, and four inches thick; and in all 
other streets the curb-stones shall be not less than four feet 
long, two feet wide and five inches thick. 


Sect. 4. That whenever Councils shall direct the paving 
of any private street or streets of less than thirty feet in width 
the owners of the ground fronting thereon shall, within twenty 
days after notice to them by the Commissioner of Highways 
within whose district the same is situate, pave the cart- 
way and footway thereof, and curb the latter at their own cost 
and expense; and if such owners or any thereof shall refuse 
or neglect so to pave and curb after such notice, the same shall 
be done by the aforesaid Commissioner, or other proper autho- 
rity, and the expense thereof shall be paid by the owners of 
such ground in proportion to their respective fronts on such 
street, and the same shall be collected in the manner set forth 
in the second section hereof: provided, that no private alley, 
which shall be enclosed or intended for the sole use of the 
owner or occupier, shall be required to be paved, and that no 
private street, not intended for the passage of carts, shall be 
required to be curbed. 


Secr. 5. Whenever Councils shall order the paving of any 
streets, as aforesaid, they shall fix and direct the width of the 
footways therein. 


Sect. 6. The descent of the pavement of all footways shall 
not exceed one-half of an inch for each foot in width, from 
the front line of any lot of ground to the curb-stone, except 
in corner lots, where the same is not practicable. 


Sect. 7. That hereafter no street shall be accepted for pub- 
lic use of a less width than thirty feet. 


Secr. 8. That so much of any ordinance of the Corporation 
of the Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of Philadelphia, or of 
any of the Corporations which by the Act of 2d of February, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and fifty-four, were consolidated into 
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the Corporation of the City of Philadelphia, as are inconsis- 
tent herewith, be and the same are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER C. 


AN ORDINANCE 
To provide for the granting of Building Permits. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That when any person or persons 
shall be about to erect or repair any house or building with- 
in the City of Philadelphia, and shall be desirous to occupy a 
part of the public street or road for placing building materials 
thereon, he or they shall make application to the License 
Clerk, stating the number and extent of such building or 
buildings, for the accommodation of which he may desire so 
to occupy said street or road, and thereupon the License Clerk 
_ shall issue a written or printed permit to occupy such part of 
any public street or road in the neighborhood for the purpose 
aforesaid, not exceeding in extent the dimensions of the front 
of the premises about toxbe built upon or repaired, and eighty 
feet in addition thereto, and not exceeding nine feet in 
breadth, for any time, not exceeding four es Fn as shall be 
deemed necessary and reasonable: Provided, that a sufficient 
passage or cartway shall at all times be left unincumbered 
between said building materials and the opposite curb-stone, 
for the passaye of vehicles: And provided further, that no 
building materials be placed within four feet of any fire plug, 
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pump or flag-stone crossing, or within twelve inches of any 
curb-stone. 


Sect. 2. That such permit shall not be construed to autho- 
rize any person to whom it may be granted, to pile any bricks, 
place any old lumber, old work or materials in said streets or 
roads, except such as are to be employed in said building, nor 
to place any planks or gangways across the footways, so as 
to obstruct the free passage thereof: Provided, nevertheless, 
that the Chief Commissioner of Highways shall have autho- 
rity to grant permission for temporary enclosing the footways 


where it may be deemed a necessary safeguard whilst tearing 
down any building. 


Sect. 3. That during the erection or repair of any building 
in the City of Philadelphia, it shall be the duty of the owner 
thereof, or of the person having charge of the erection or repair 
of such building, to cause to be placed a wooden platform, 
which shall extend along the whole front of such building 
about to be erected or repaired, which shall project from two 
and a half feet from the wall thereof, to the curb-stone or line 
of the foot pavement, and to be at least ten feet in height 
from the curb-stone or line of the foot pavement, and shall be of 
sufficient strength to intercept the falling of bricks, lumber or 
other building materials, and if any such owner or person hav- 
ing such charge, as aforesaid, shall violate any of the provi- 
sions of this section, he or they shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of fifty dollars, to be sued for and recovered as penalties for 
breach of ordinances are by law recoverable. 


Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of the Supervisors of High- 
ways to prosecute all offenders against this ordinance, and to © 
remove, at the expense of the owner or persons having charge 
of the erection or repair of any building, or building materials, 
or rubbish arising therefrom, or of any fixture or obstruction 
found on any of the streets or roads of the City of Philadelphia 
contrary to the true intent and meaning thereof. ; 


Sect. 5. That at any time when the said permit shall 
expire, if it shall appear necessary that a further use of the 
street is required for the purposes for which said permit was 
originally granted, the License Clerk shall, upon application 
made, extend such permit from time to time, provided no 
extension shall be for a longer period than sixty days; and 
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upon the issue or extension of every permit the applicant shall 
pay for the use of the City, the following sums, to wit: For 
thirty days, fifty cents; for two months, one dollar; and for 
four months, two dollars. 


Sect. 6. That if any person shall occupy any part of the 
public streets or roads in the City of Philadelphia with build- 
ing or other materials, without a permit, as aforesaid, or shall 
so occupy the same after such permit has expired; or if, having 
obtained such permit, shall occupy said streets or roads in any of 
the ways, or for any of the purposes mentioned in the second 
section hereof, as not to be authorized by such permit, he and 
the owner of the building or buildings, for the accommodation 
of which any street or road shall be used, or the permit shall 
have been issued, or either of them, shall forfeit and pay the 
sum of five dollars for each day, or part of a day, he shall 
occupy said street, after having been notified that the same is 
in violation of this ordinance, which shall be sued for and 
recovered in the same manner as penalties for breach of ordi- 
nances are by law recoverable. 


Sect. 7. The Chief Commissioner of Highways shall have 
power to revoke or annul any permit granted for abuse of 
privileges of the same, or when any building is so far com- 
pleted as to render any further use of the street unnecessary. 


Secr. 8. This ordinance shall not apply to the rural dis- 
tricts.

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CHAPTER CI. 
AN ORDINANCE 


Providing for the Granting of Permits to make Openings 
into the Common Sewers. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That the License Clerk in the 
Department of Highways, Bridges, Sewers and Cleansing of 
the City be and he is hereby authorized, under the direction 
of the Chief Commissioner, to grant to any persons or com- 
panies who may apply, a printed permit to make openings 
into any of the culverts in the City of Philadelphia, under the 
terms and regulations prescribed in this ordinance. 


Sect. 2. The charge for a permit to open a sewer shall be 
ten dollars, and the applicant will be required to pay for use 
of culvert an annual charge or rent as follows:— 


1. Fora single water closet to a house, two dollars per 
annum ; and for each additional one, where the number does 
not exceed five, one dollar for each additional one. 


2. Houses containing over the number of five water closets, 
the charge will be one dollar for each. 


3. Drains of refuse water, from sinks or kitchens, will be 
for each two dollars. 


4. Drains from privy wells, subject to overflow of water, 
two dollars for each well or house. 


d. Drains from dye houses, brew houses, steam engines, 
slaughter houses and factories, ten dollars. 


6. Drains from cellars, one dollar. 


7. Drains from roofs and baths, no charge, except for 
permit. 


Sect. 3. All drains to be constructed in accordance with 
plans to be furnished by the Surveyors of the District, and 
under the direction of the Commissioners of Highways; and 
all expenses of construction and repaving the street to be 
paid by the applicant. 
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Sect. 4. The annual rent shall be payable in advance at 
the office of the Department of Highways; and upon all rents 
paid before the first day of April in any year, a deduction of 
five per cent. shall be made; and if any such rent shall remain 
mnpaid on the first day of July, in any year, the License 
Clerk shail notify the Commissioner of Highways for the 
District, who shall cause the drain to be disconnected from 
the culvert, and suit be instituted for the recovery of such 
rent; and after such drain shall have been detached, it shall 
not be again connected until payment be made of all arrears ; 
and the sum of three dollars for expenses incurred. 


Sect. 6. All ordinances of the Corporation of the Mayor, 
Aldermen and Citizens of Philadelphia, and of the Corpora- 
tions which by the Act of the second day of February, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-four, entitled ‘‘A further 
Supplement to an Act entitled ‘An Act to Incorporate the 
City of Philadelphia,’ ”’ are consolidated into the Corporation 
of the City of Philadelphia, which are inconsistent herewith, 
be and the same are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER CIII. 


AN ORDINANCE 
Relating to the Clerks and Messengers of Councils. 


Section. 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That the Select Council, at the 
meeting at which they organize, and whenever a vacancy may 
occur, shall elect a clerk and an assistant clerk, to hold their 
offices until the organization of a new Select Council; and until 
their successors shall be duly elected, unless removed by a vote 
of two-thirds of said Council. 


Sect. 2. The said clerk shall keep a written journal of the 
proceedings of said Council, from which he shall read the 
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minutes of all meetings, and which shall at all times be open 
to public inspection; he shall act as secretary to such commit- 
tees of Councils of which the chairman is a member of Select 
Council, and keep minutes of their proceedings, and give 
notice to the members of said Council and committees, of the 
meetings thereof. 


Sect. 3. He shall, within three days after its passage, deliv- 
er to the Mayor for his approval, every ordinance which shall 
have originated in the Select Council, and inform said Council 
of the time when he so delivered such ordinance; and upon 
any ordinance becoming operative and binding as such, he 
shall publish and record the same in the manner set forth in 
the 17th and 18th sections of an Act of Assembly approved 
March 11, 1789, entitled “An Act to incorporate the City of 
Philadel phia. 6 


Sect. 4. He shall inform the Mayor and heads of depart- 
ments, of the action upon nominations made by them to the 
Select Council for approval; he shall, within one day after 
the passage of the same, deliver to the Mayor and to all 
officers of the corporation, all resolutions and communications 
referred to them respectively. 


Sect. 0. He shall on the day succeeding that on which 
any ordinance originating in Select Council shall become 
a law by which an appropriation of money is made, deliver to 
the City Treasurer and Controller, and the department for 
whose use such appropriation is made, a certified copy 
thereof. 


Sect. 6. The Common Council, at the meeting at which 
they organize, and whenever a vacancy shall occur, shall elect 
a clerk and one assistant, to hold their offices until the organ- 
ization of a new Caicos Council, and until their successors 
shall be duly elected; unless removed by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members of and Council. ‘There shall be elected upon 
the passage of this bill and annually thereafter, upon the 
organization of Councils, one transcribing clerk, who shall 
transcribe all ordinances and joint resolutions passed by both 
Councils. 


Sec. 7. The Clerk of Common Council shall perform for 
that Council similar duties to those imposed upon the Clerk 
of Select Council by the 2d, 3d, 4th and 5th sections hereof. 
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Sect. 8. The clerks of the Select and Common Councils 
shall sion and deliver to each of the persons who may be 
elected to any office by a joint vote of Councils, a certificate of 
such election, immediately after the same shall have been made. 


Sect. 9. They shall have charge of the library of Councils, 
under such regulations as Councils may from time to time 
prescribe. 


Sect. 10. There shall be an office provided for the accom- 
modation of the clerks of the Select and Common Councils, 
in which shall be deposited all the records, books, documents 
and papers belonging to their respective branches; and, also, 
the library of the City of Philadelphia, which said office shall 
be kept open from 9, A. M., to 3, P. M.; (daily, except Sun- 
day,) and it shall be the duty of the clerks of Councils to be 
in attendance at said office during these hours, unless engaged 
upon the business of their office elsewhere. 


Secr. 11. The Select Council, at the meeting at which 
they organize, and whenever a vacancy shall occur, shall elect 
a messenger, who shall hold his office until the organization 
of a new Council, and until his successor shall be duly elected 
and the eannn Council at the same time, and under the 
same reculations, shall elect two messengers. 


Sect. 12. It shall be the duty of the clerk of Select 
Council to keep a book in which, under separate heads, he 
shall place the names of all persons confirmed by Select Coun- 
cil, to fill the offices in the various departments, which book 
shall be upon the clerk’s desk at all meetings of the Select 
Council. 

Sect. 13. The clerks shall have charge of the printing, 
stationery and ordinary expenses of Councils, not otherwise 
provided for by ordinance; the bills for the same shall be sub- 
mitted to the Committee on Finance for their inspection and 
supervision, and warrants for the payment of the same shall be 
drawn by the clerks as provided by ordinance. 


Sect. 14. It shall be the duty of clerks of Councils to 
serve a copy of the Journal of Councils, as: well as all ordi- 
nances passed by said Councils, to the Mayor and other heads 
of departments. 


Sect. 15. The annual salaries of the various officers in this 
department shall be as follows, payable monthly:

AN ORDINANCE 


To authorize a loan to pay the third instalment on the subscrip- 
tion. to the capital stock of the Northwestern Ralroad Com- 


pany. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That the Mayor of the City be and 
he is hereby authorized to borrow, on the credit of the City 
Corporation, at a rate of interest not exceeding six per centum 
per annum, the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars, for the 
purpose of paying the third instalment on the subscription 
made by the Corporation of the Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens 
of Philadelphia, to fifteen thousand shares in the capital stock 
of the Northwestern Railroad Company; and the said sum, 
when borrowed, as aforesaid, is hereby appropriated for that 
purpose: Provided, the said money shall not be borrowed 
at a less rate than par. 


Sect. 2. If the directors of the said railroad company con- 
sent, the City Treasurer shall deliyer to them Certificates of 
City Debt, for the amount before mentioned, in payment of

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the said instalments: Provided, the same be received and 
computed at the par value thereof. 


Secr. 3. The loan so to be made, and the certificates issued, 
shall be payable at the expiration of thirty years from the 
date of the said certificates, and not before, without the con- 
sent of the holders thereof; the said certilicates shall be in 
such sums as the lenders, or the said company may require, 
but not for any fractional part of one hundred dollars; the 
interest thereon shall be payable half yearly, on the first day of 
January and July, at the office of the City Treasurer. ‘The 
said certificates shall be of the form and description set forth 
in an ordinance approved August 7th, 1854, entitled ‘ An 
Ordinance to provide for the issue of Certificates of the Debt 
of the City of Philadelphia,”’? and the City Treasurer shall 
mark thereon the day when the principal sum mentioned therein 
is payable. And the said certificates shall be transferable at 
the office of the City Treasurer. 


Secr. 4. Whenever the said sum shall be borrowed or the 
certificates issued, there shall be, by force of this ordinance, 
annually appropriated out of the income of the corporation 
estates, and from the sum raised by taxation, a sum sufficient 
in amount to pay the interest on-said loans; and the fur- 
ther sum of one-fourth of one per centum, on the par value of 
the loan created and issued by virtue hereof, shall be appro- 
priated quarterly out of the said income and taxes, to a sink- 
ing fund, which fund and its accumulations are hereby specifi- 
cally pledged to the repayment of the said loan. 


Sect. 5. Warrants for the payment of the appropriations 
hereby made, shall be drawn by the City Treasurer, in the 
form and with the requisites prescribed in existing ordinances 
for the issuing of warrants for the payment of money by the 
City Treasurer.

CHAPTER CIX. 


AN ORDINANCE 


For the regulation of Omnibuses. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City . 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That the owner or owners of any 
omnibus or omnibuses, or other vehicle in the nature thereof, 
employed within the City of Philadelphia, in the transporting 
or conveyance of persons for hire or pay, shall, on or before 
the first day of June next, appear at the office of the License 
Clerk, in the «Department of Highways, Bridges, Sewers and 
Cleansing of the City,” and then and there make application, 
stating his or their name or names, and place or places of 
abode, the number of coaches they desire to enter, and the 
route or routes they desire to occupy. 


Sect. 2. That upon application being made as provided for 
in the first section, the Chief Commissioner of Highways is 
hereby authorized, from time to time, to grant licenses to the 
owner or owners, to keep and use omnibuses; such license 
shall specify, in each case, the name and place of abode of the 
owner or owners thereof; the number for each omnibus and the 
route to be used for any line, and the stand or stands to be 
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allotted by him for their use : Provided, that the said Com- 
missioner shall, under the supervision of the Committee on 
Highways, &c., change or alter such routes and stands, when 
necessary for the public convenience, and shall annually report 
to Councils the several routes and stands, and in like manner 
report any changes that may be made, for their approval. 


Sect. 3. That every such owner or owners, after having 
made such entry, and upon receipt of the license granted as 
aforesaid, shall pay to the License Clerk, for the use of the 
City, for each omnibus, the sum of fifteen dollars, and receive 
therefor a certificate, stating the number or numbers of such 
omnibus or omnibuses, and the place of abode of the owner or 
owners thereof: Provided, that all omnibuses that pay toils 
on turnpike or plank roads, be seven dollars and fifty, cents. 


Sect. 4. That the owner or owners of such omnibus or 
omnibuses shall annually, after such original registry, between 
the first and tenth days of April, appear at the ofhce of the 
said License Clerk, and take out a new certificate of their 
omnibus or omnibuses, having been entered agreeably to the 
provisions hereof, for which certificate they shall pay to the 
said License Clerk, for the purposes aforesaid, a like sum for 
each omnibus, as provided for in the third section. 


Sect. 0. That no person shall set up or drive, in the said 
city, any omnibus or vehicle in the nature thereof, for the 
conveyance of persons for hire or pay from place to place, 
within said City, unless the same be registered, and a certifi- 
cate thereof be annually renewed, as herein provided, under a 
penalty of five dollars for each and ev ery time such omnibus 
is used. 


Secr. 6. Every such omnibus shall have the registered 
number thereof marked upon the inside front in painted figures 
of not less than two inches in length, and upon the outside, 
upon the lower concave pannel, in painted figures of not less 
than four inches in length, and of color the reverse of the 
ground color; and if any owner or driver of any omnibus, 
shall use or drive such omnibus, or permit the same to be 
used or driven withont complying with the provisions set forth 
in this section, he or they shall forfeit and pay the sum of five 
dollars for each and every offence. 


Sect. 7. That if any owner or driver of any omnibus shall 
allow his omnibus to stand for hire in any other part of said 
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highways, than that appointed as a stand therefor, or shall 
drive upon or use any other route than that as aforesaid 
designated for his number, he or they shall forfeit and pay the 
sum of five dollars for each and every such offence: Provided, 
that nothing herein contained shall prevent the use of omni- 
buses for special purposes or duties when so engaged or em- 
ployed ; and provided, that the Chief Commissioner of High- 
ways shall be authorized to grant permission for the tempo- 
rary use of omnibuses on other routes than that specified in 
- license. 


Secr. 8. That if any owner, driver, agent, or person em- 
ployed to solicit fare or passengers for any omnibus or line of 
omnibuses occupying or using any of the stands hereby created, 
shall, wagile so soliciting fare or passengers, be further distant 
from th@door of the omnibus for which he so solicits fare or 
passengers, than twenty-five feet, he shall forfeit and pay the 
sum of five dollars. 


Sect. 9. That the owner, driver, or person having charge 
of any omnibus on any of the streets or roads of the city, who 
shall stop the same for the admission or exit of passengers, so 
as to prevent the use of any of the flag-stone crossings placed 
for pedestrians, or shall stop his vehicle on the intersection of 
any street, so as to impede the travel thereon, shall forfeit and 
pay for each and every such offence, the sum of five dol- 
lars. : 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of every owner of such omni- 
bus or omnibuses, who, after having registered the same shall 
change his place of abode, or shall have made sale or transfer 
of such omnibuses, to appear within ten days, at the office of 
said License Clerk, (after such removal or sale,) and state the 
place to which he has removed, or to whom any sale or trans- 
fer has been made, and have the same endorsed upon his cer- 
tificate; and every such owner removing as aforesaid, or sell- 
ing or transferring his omnibus or omnibuses, who shall refuse 
or neglect to comply with the above requisition, shall forfeit 


and pay the sum of five dollars for each and every such 
offence. 


Sect. 11. That if any person shall make or cause to be 
made a false registry of such omnibuses, either in the number 
or the use of any number, or place of abode of such owner, 
or after a true registry shall have been made, shall alter the 
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number, or route and stand, to be used by any omnibus, or’ 
shall alter the certificate given to him, or shall forge. or cause 
to be forged or counterfeited, any such certificate, he shall 


forfeit and pay for each and every offence the sum of twenty 
dollars. 


Secr. 12. The penalties and forfeitures herein mentioned, 
shall be sued for and recovered in the manner that debts for 
penalties of the like amount are by law sued for and recovered. 


Sect. 13. Any ordinances or parts of ordinances of the 
Corporation of the Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of Philadel- 
phia, or of any of the late Municipal Corporations in the 
County of Philadelphia, which are inconsistent herewith, or 


are hereby altered and supplied, be and the same are hereby 
repealed. 2

CHAPTER OX. 
A SUPPLEMENT 


Lo an Ordinance approved January twenty-ninth, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-five, entitled *‘ An Ordinance to pro- 
vide for the payment of expenses incurred in the laying of 
Pipes for the conveyance of Water in and through the Streets 
of the City.”

Sect. 2. The bills for the charge aforesaid, shall contain a 
printed notice that the amount thereof is payable to the 
Register, and that if the same be not paid within thirty days 
from the day of the delivery of such bill, interest will be 
charged from the day of such delivery ; and so much of said 
ordinance as provides for a deduction of five per centum upon 
the amount of such bills as are paid within thirty days from 
the day of delivery, be and the same is hereby repealed.

CHAPTER CXI. 
AN ORDINANCE 


Relating to Hackney Carriages. 


Section 1. The Select and Common Couneils of the City 
of Philadelphia do ordain, That every hack, stage coach, cab, 
chariot, couchee, coupe, barouche, landau, or other vehicle, 
whether on wheels or runners, except omnibuses and railroad 
cars, drawn by one or more horses, or other animal power, 
which shall be used in the City of Philadelphia for the convey- 
ance of persons for hire, from place to place within the said 
City, shall be deemed a hackney carriage, within the meaning 
of this ordinance. 


Sect. 2. No person shall set up, use or drive in said City, 
any hackney carriage for the conveyance of persons, for hire, 
from place to place within the same, unless the same be 
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registered and a certificate thereof be annually renewed, as 
herein provided, under a penalty of five dollars every time 
such carriage is used. 


Secr. 3. The owner or owners of such hackney carriages 
shall, on or before the first day of June, 1855, appear at the 
office of the License Clerk, in the Department of Highways, 
Bridges, Sewers and Cleansing the City, and there. enter his 
or their name or names and places of abode, and the number 
to be affixed to the hackney carriage or carriages owned by 
him or them, in a book to be kept for that purpose, which 
entry shall be acknowledged by the signature of such owner 
or owners, with his or their proper name or firm. And when- 
ever any person or persons shall intend to set up, use or 
employ any hackney carriage, as aforesaid, he or they shall 
make such application, as aforesaid, and the ‘proceedings above 
described shall take place: Provided, the said clerk shall not 

allow any duplicate numbers to be used for such carriages ; 
and the person in whose name a license is taken out for a 
hackney carriage shall, for all purposes of these rules and 
orders, be considered as the owner of the same, and liable to 
all the forfeitures and penalties herein contained, unless upon 
the sale of said carriage notice be given to the License Clerk. 


Sect. 4. Every such owner or owners shall, after having 
made known such entry, as aforesaid, receive from the said 
clerk a certificate thereof, stating the number of such carriage 
or carriages so entered, and the place or places of abode of 
the owner or owners thereof; and such owner or owners shall 
thereupon pay to the said clerk, for the use of the corporation, 
for each carriage so by him or them entered, the sum of five 
dollars. 


Sect. 5. The owner or owners of such carriages shall, 


annually, after such original registry, between the first day 
of May and the first day of June, appear at the office of the 
said License Clerk, and take out a new certificate of their 
carriage or carriages, having been entered agreeably to the 
provisions hereof, for which certificate they shall pay to the 
said clerk the sum of two dollars and fifty ‘cents: Provided, 

that where any vehicle, which is herein described or mentianed 
to be deemed a hackney carriage, has been registered in confor- 
mity to the provisions of any ordinance of the Corporation of the

Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of Philadelphia, or of any of 
the late Municipal Corporations in the County of Philadelphia, 
the owner or owners thereof shall not be required to pay any | 
sum for the registry thereof, as required to be made hereby, 
on or before the first day of June, 1855; but such owners, in 
all other respects, shall be bound to conform to the provisions 
of this ordinance. 


Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of every owner of such car- 
riage who, after having registered the same, shall change his 
place of abode, within ten days after his removal, to appear 
at the office of the said License Clerk, and state the place to 
which he has removed, and have his certificate altered accord- 
ingly, for which alteration no charge shall be made. And 
every owner, upon any sale or transfer of his carriage, shall 
inform the License Clerk thereof, who shall insert in said 
certificate the name of such vendee or transferee. And 
every such owner, removing as aforesaid, or selling or trans~ 
ferring his carriage, who shall refuse or neglect to comply 
with the above requisitions, shall forfeit and pay the sum of 
five dollars. 


Sect. 7. And if any person shall make, or cause or procure 
to be made, a false registry of such hackney carriage, either 
in the number, or owner, or place of abode of such owner, or 
after a true registry, shall alter the number of his carriage, or 
alter the certificate given to him, (except in case of removal 
in the manner above mentioned,) or shall forge, or cause to be 
forged or counterfeited, any such certificate, he shall forfeit 
and pay, for every siich offence, the sum of twenty dollars. 


Sect. 8. Every such hackney earriage shall have the 
registered number thereof marked upon the outside, and 
on the centre of the panel of each door of such vehicle, 
with white, gilded, or plated figures, (in the Arabic charac- 
ter,) of not ‘less then one and a half inches in size, on a 
dark ground, or with a dark figure of the same kind and size 
upon a light ground. Every hackney coach or carriage, when 
driven or used in the night, shall have on some conspicuous 
part of the outside thereof, two lighted lamps, with plain glass 
fronts and sides, and having the number of the license of the 
owner of such hackney coach or carriage in plain, legible 
figures, of at least two inches in length, and no other figure 
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or device, painted with black paint, upon each of the said 
lamps, in such a manner that the same may be distinctly seen 
and known when the said hackney coach may be standing or 
driving. And if any owner or driver of any hackney carriage 
shall use or drive any such carriage, or permit the same to be 
used or driven, without complying with the provisions set 
forth in this section, he or they shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of five dollars for each and every such offence. 


Sect. 9. The prices or rates of fare to be taken by, or paid 
to the owners or drivers of hackney carriages, for the convey- 
ance of passengers, shall be as follows, to wit: 


For conveying a passenger any distance not exceeding one 
mile, fifty cents, and for every additional passenger twenty- 


five cents. 


For conveying a passenger any distance more than a mile, 
and not exceeding two miles, seventy-five cents, and for every 
additional passenger twenty-five cents. 


For conveying a passenger any distance over two miles, 
for every such additional mile or part of a mile, the sum of 
twenty-five cents in addition to the sum of seventy-five cents 
for the first two miles, and for every additional passenger 
twenty-five cents. 


For the use of a hackney carriage by the hour, with one or 
more passengers, with the privilege of going from place to 
place, and stopping as often as may be required, one dollar 
an hour. 


In all cases where the hiring of a hackney carriage is not 
at the time specified to be by the hour, it shall be deemed to 
be by the mile, but in case the distance shall be more than 
four miles, the rate to be charged for each additional mile 
shall be twelve and a half cents for each passenger, as herein 
provided. 


For children between two and fourteen years of age, half 
price is only to be charged, and for children under two years 
of age no charge is to be made. 


Every driver or owner of a hackney carriage shall carry, 
transport and convey in and upon his carriage, in addition to 
the person or persons therein, one trunk, valise, saddle-bag, 
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carpet~bag, portmanteau or box, if requested to do so, for each 
passenger, without charge or compensation therefor; but for 
every trunk or other such articles above named, more than 
one for each passenger, he shall be entitled to demand and 
receive the sum of six cents. 


Sect. 10. There shall be placed within every hackney 
carriage in a conspicuous place therein, at all times, a card 
which shall contain the registered number of such carriage, 
the name and residence of the owner thereof, and copies of the, 
Oth, 10th, and 11th sections hereof; the said card shall be 
furnished by the said License Clerk, at the time of the registry 
or renewal thereof of every such carriage. 


Secr. 11. That if any owner, driver or person having 
charge of any such carriage, shall ask or demand any greater 
sum than he may be entitled to demand, as herein set forth, 
he shall forfeit all claim for compensation for the services for 
which such greater sum shall have been demanded ; and if 
such owner, driver or person, as aforesaid, shall receive upon 
such demand any greater sum than he may be entitled to 
demand and receive as herein set forth; or if such owner, 
driver, or person aforesaid, shall offer for employment any 
carriage wherein the card mentioned in the tenth section 
hereof shall not be placed, as aforesaid, he shall forfeit and 
pay for each and every such offence the sum of five dollars. 


Sect. 12. The Chief Commissioner of Highways is hereby 
authorized and required to appoint such and so many stands, 
in the public highways, for hackney carriages, as the public 
convenience and necessities may seem to require, and to 
change or alter the same for the like convenience and neces- 
sity ; and the said officer is hereby authorized to appoint such 
and so many temporary stands at steamboat landings, railroad 
depots and places of public amusement, as the convenience 
of the public may require; but he shall designate the hours 
le: which such temporary stands may be occupied, and a 
list defining said stands, and the hours « of Rohett occupancy, 
shall be kept in his office. | 


Sect. 15. The said stands so appointed as aforesaid shall 
be for the use of all carriages which shall have been registered 
as herein provided. The owner, driver or person having 
charge of any such carriage while on such stand, shall place 
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and range his horse, horses and carriage in the manner that 
shall be prescribed by the said Chief Commissioner of High- 
ways. And no such owner, driver or person aforesaid, while 
waiting for employment on any such stand aforesaid, or on 
any of the public streets or wharves of the said City, shall 
crack or flourish his whip, or molest or disturb any person 
passing, or shall be more than fifteen feet from his carriage. 
And any such owner, driver or person aforesaid, who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this section, shall forfeit and 
pay for every such offence the sum of five dollars. 


Sect. 14. No driver or person having charge of any such 
carriage, shall, while unemployed on any of the said stands, 
refuse or neglect to convey any person or persons, or their 
baggage, to any place within the corporate limits of the city, 
upon being applied to for that purpose, under a penalty of 
five dollars for every such offence: Provided, that this section 
shall not apply to carriages previously engaged for service at 
a particular hour. 


Sect. 15. That if any such carriage, when not actually 
employed, be kept standing in any other parts of the public 
highways of the City than those which may be appropriated 
for them as stands, or stop in any street, square, lane, alley, 
or public place, so as to obstruct the same, or the sidewalk, 
flagstone or crossings thereof, the owner or owners thereof 
shall forfeit and pay the sum of five dollars for each and ey ery 
such offence. 


Sect. 16. That this ordinance shall not be held or construed 
to extend to coaches or carriages, though kept for hire, which 
are not upon any occasion sent upon any of the public stands 
within the city, but which are only let for hire upon special 
application to the proprietors and upon special agreement. 


Sect. 17. That the owner or owners of all such coaches or 
carriages shall, on or before the first day of June next, and 
annually thereafter, appear at the office of the License Clerk, 
and there enter his or their name or names and place of abode 
or business, and the description of every such coach or carriage 
kept by him or them in the Clerk’s Book of Register for Car- 
riages, and every such carriage so entered shall have a number 
assigned thereto in said book, and for each and every carriage 
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so entered, the owner or owners shall pay the License Clerk, 
for the use of the City, the sum of five dollars. 


Sect. 18. That if any such owner shall omit to enter as 
aforesaid any or every coach or carriage so by him kept for 
hire as aforesaid, he shall, for every carriage or coach omitted 
by him to be entered, forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars. 


Sect. 19. The penalties, fines and forfeitures herein men- 
tioned shall be sued for and recovered in the manner that 
debts for penalties of the like amount are by law sued for and 
recovered. 


Sect. 20. Any ordinance or parts of ordinances of the 
Corporation of the Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of Phila- 
delphia, or of any of the late Municipal Corporations in the 
County of Philadelphia, which are inconsistent herewith, or 
are hereby altered and supplied, be and same are hereby 
repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 


To prevent Dogs from running at large in the City of Philadel- 
phia. | 


Sect. 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Philadelphia do ordain, That from and after the passage of 
this ordinance, it shall not be lawful for the owner of any 
dog, to suffer said dog to go at large in the City of Philadel- 
phia, except the First, Second and Third Divisions of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, and all the rural districts of the Twenty- 
first, Twenty-second and Twenty-third Wards, except under 
the following restrictions, that is to say: Every dog or bitch 
going at large within the limits as aforesaid of the said City, 
shall have round its neck, a collar of metal or a collar of 
leather, with a metal plate, on which metal collar or plate 
shall be inscribed the name of the owner of such dog or bitch, 
and his or her place of residence; also, that each and every 
dog so going at large in the months of May, June, July, 
August, September and October, shall have securely put on 
a good, strong, substantial, safe wire basket muzzle, enclosing 
the whole mouth of said dog or bitch, so as effectually to pre- 
vent said dog or bitch from biting or snapping; and if any 
doubt shall arise as to the strength or safety of said muzzle worn 
by any such dog or bitch, it shall be the duty of the constable 
or other person acting under this ordinance, forthwith to take 
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the said dog or bitch before any Alderman of the City of 
Philadelphia, whose decision thereon shall be conclusive. 
But that nothing herein contained shall be so construed to permit 
any bitch when in heat, whether muzzled or otherwise, to run 
at large in the City of Philadelphia, but any such bitch so 
going at large shall be taken up and destroyed in the mode 
hereinafter provided. 


Sect. 2. That the owner, agent or other person at whose 
house or premises, buildings, store or dwelling-place, any bitch 
is usually found or permitted to remain, or any other person 
having or exercising agency or ownership i in or over any bitch, 
if said bitch shall be found when in heat going at large in the 
City of Philadelphia, such owner, agent or other person shall 
be liable to a penalty of ten dollars. That if any dog or bitch 
shall hereafter be found within any of the market houses or 
public squares in this City, the owner or person having charge 
thereof, shall forfeit and pay the sum of three dollars for each 
offence. ‘The above penalties to be recovered with costs, as 
debts under one hundred dollars are by law recoverable, before 
the Mayor or any Alderman of the City, one-half for the use 
of the person suing for the same, and the other half for the 
use of the City of Philadelphia. 


Sect. 3. That the Mayor is hereby authorized to detail as 
many officers as he may deem necessary, whose duty it shall 
be to carry this ordinance into effect, by employing suitable 
persons to take up, kill and bury all dogs and bitches found 
running at large in the City of Philadelphia, when not within 
the exceptions of the foregoing sections, and for the services 
to be performed in taking up, killing and burying each dog, 
the sum of one dollar shall be paid. 


Sect. 4. In cases of a demand on the part of the owner 
within twenty-four hours from the time of the arrest, the dog 
or bitch may be redeemed on the payment of two dollars by 
the owner thereof, in addition to any penalty or penalties 
which may have been incurred, 


Sect. 5. Any person who shall obstruct the officers, con- 
stables or other persons to be appointed as aforesaid, in carry- 
ing into effect the provisions of this ordinance, or shall wilfully 
or maliciously obstruct or molest the persons "employed i in the 
seizure or transportation of the dogs or bitches by them 
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arrested, or in the burial of their carcasses, every such person 
shall be liable to forfeit and pay the sum of one hundred 
dollars for every such offence, to be sued for and recovered 
with costs, before any Alderman of the City, one-half thereof 
for the use of the person suing for the same, and the other 
half for the use of the City. 


Secr. 6. It shall be the duty of the Mayor to give public 
notice, to be published in two daily newspapers having the 
largest circulation, on three alternate days for one week, im- 
mediately preceding the time fixed by this ordinance for 
enforcing the same, in each year. 


Secr. 7. Warrants for the payment of the expense arising 
under the provisions of this ordinance, shall be drawn by the 
Marshal of Police, in the form and with the requisites set out 
in ordinances regulating the drawing of warrants.

CHAPTER CLXXIX. 
AN ORDINANCE 


Reorganizing the Department of Surveys, and prescribing the 
powers and duttes of the Chief Engineer and Surveyor, and 
the District Surveyors and Regulators. 


Secr. 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Philadelphia do ordain, That the head of this department is 
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the Chief Engineer and Surveyor, and that he, as well as the 
Regulators and Surveyors, before entering upon their duties 
shall make oath or affirmation, before a Jadge of the Court of 
Common Pleas, or the Mayor, faithfully to discharge the duties 
connected with their office. 


Sect. 2. The Chief Engineer shall have the superinten- 
dence and direetion of all surveys and regulations as authorized 
by Acts of Assembly and Ordinances of the several districts 
or City of Philadelphia, now in force, or hereafter to be en- 
acted by the City of Philadelphia. He shall preside as Presi- 
dent of the Board of Surveyors and Regulators at all stated and 
special meetings of the said Board, and be entitled to vote 
upon all questions there discussed. He shall, as Chief Engi- 
neer and Surveyor, sign all plans and profiles of surveys, 
regulations, bridges, and culverts, when acted on by the said 
Board of Surveyors. He shall furnish the Department of 
Highways with all plans and specifications for laying out, gra- 
ding and regulating streets and public ways, and for bridges, 
culverts or other improvements to be done under the superin- 
tendence of said Department, and under the direetion of the 
said Chief Engineer and Surveyor. He shall have authority, 
under the supervision of the Committee of Councils on Surveys 
to direct such regulations and grades, as the necessities of the 
City shall require, to be prepared for the approval of the Board 
of Surveyors and Regulators, and whenever neeessary, to be 
submitted to the Court of Quarter Sessions. 


Sect. 3. Said Board of Surveyors shall hold stated meet- 
ings at such times as they shall determine, so that the intervals 
between such meetings shall not exceed one month, and such 
special meetings as shall be convened by the President of the 
said Board, by the request of three members of the Board, or by 
the Committee cf Couneils on Surveys and Regulations; a 
majority of the whole number to form a quorum for the trans- 
action of business, and each member, ineluding the President, 
shall be entitled to one vote. 


Secr. 4. A suitable office shall be provided for said de- 
partment, in which shall be kept, under the custody of the said 
Chief Engineer and the Surveyors and Regulators, certified 
copies of all the records and plans relating to the surveys, 


regulations, sewerage and bridging connected with the City 
of Philadelphia. 
31 
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Sect. 5. The said District Surveyors shall, in their respec- 
tive Districts, lay out and Survey the same, as may be requisite 
from time to time; and shall designate the proper lines, levels 
and grades, as per confirmed plan of such District as he may 
haveincharge. All plans for sewers, bridges or other improve- 
ments, to be subject to the inspection and approval of the 
Board of Surveyors, to be decided thereby, and all new im- 
provements, whether of culverts or bridges, shall receive the 
signature of the Chief Engineer and Surveyor, and when built 
by contract, before acceptance by the City and final estimate 
paid, a certificate of approval must be obtained from said Chief 
Engineer and Surveyor. 


Sect. 6. Each District Surveyor shall keep an accurate re- 
cord of all surveys and adjustments of party-walls, and shall 
also furnish duplicates thereof, to the Chief Engineer and Sur- 
veyor, and also such plans of such parts of said Districts, and 
in such form, and with such details, as said Chief Engineer 
shall, from time to time, require for official purposes; and all 
such plans, surveys, records, minutes, notes, memoranda and 
regulations, whether in the principal office or in the respective 
offices of the District Surveyors, shall be the property of the 
City of Philadelphia, and shall be delivered up to their suc- 
cessors in office on the termination of their official service. 


Sect. 7. Prior to the commencement of any building or 
buildings in said City, a survey shall be made by the Surveyor 
and Regulator of the District, of such part or parts of lot or 
lots, on which the same is to be erected, as may be occupied 
or proposed to be occupied by each and every building, with 
its necessary out-buildings, and also for any alterations or 
additions thereto whenever such building or buildings may 
encroach or interfere with a party-line, or line of any public 
street, lane, alley or court of said City. Not less than five 
days’ notice to be given said District Surveyor for any survey 
required, and such survey shall have been made within twelve 
months prior to the commencement of said building; no curb- 
ing shall be set nor streets or highways graded, unless in ac- 
cordance with the regulations furnished by the Surveyor and 
Regulator of the District. And if any person or persons shall 
begin the foundation, or erect any building or buildings ad- 
joining to or upon any street, road, lane, court or alley, oron the 
line of his, her or their neighbor’s ground, without first apply- 
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ing to and having the line or lines thereof regulated and marked 
by. the Surveyor and Regulator of the District as aforesaid, or 
shall deviate therefrom, by extending his, her or their build- 
ing or buildings, beyond any or either of the lines or bounda- 
ries marked as aforesaid, unless determined otherwise on an 
appeal, every owner and master builder shal] severally forfeit 
and pay the sum of fifty dollars, to be recovered in the same 
manner as debts of the same amount are now or hereafter may 
be by law recoverable, and said fine (and all otber fines un- 
der this ordimance) shall be paid into the City Treasury: 
Provided, that the same shall not be recoverable unless prose- 
cuted within one year after the offence is committed. Provi- 
sions of this ordinance shall not apply to buildings, fences or 
other improvements to be erected in the rural districts, where 
the same do not encroach on or interfere with party- -lines, or 
lines of roads or streets, and the said Regulators, or any one or 
more of them, shall have full power and authority, with or 
without his or their assistant or Meet to enter upon the 
land of any person or persons, for the purpose of regulating 
and marking the lines or boundaries of any lot or lots of 
ground required to be regulated. The said Siete shall be 
required to attend to all surveys to be made with a view to 
the erection of new buildings, or other work, in their respective 
Districts, within ten working days after notice so to do, and 
upon failure thereof, the Surveyor shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of twenty dollars, to be recovered as such debts are by law re- 
coverable: And “provided Jurther, that every such building, 
wall or other structure, so extended beyond the line of any 
street, road, lane, alley or adjoining property, shall be removed 
by direction of the Department of Surveys, at the expense 
of the owner or owners thereof: Provided further, that 
each of the District Surveyors shall give bonds, with two 
securities, in the sum of four thousand dollars, conditioned for 
the payment of any damages or expenses that may arise in 
consequense of any mistake or error made by him or either of 
them, in giving the lines or heights of any lot or lots, to be 
sued for and recovered by the person or persons aggrieved, as 
damages in other cases are now recoverable. 


Sect. 8. The Chief Engineer and Surveyor shall, by and 
with the advice and consent of Select Council, appoint a Re- 
cording Clerk, whose duty it shall be, under his direction, to 
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assist in the charge of the office, in making and copying drafts, 
in recording documents, and in such business as may be re- 
quired. He shall act as Secretary of the Board of Surveyors, 
and keep regular minutes of their proceedings and shall re- 
eeive a yearly compensation of eight hundred dollars, payable 
quarterly. 


Sect. 9. The Chief Engineer and Surveyor shall, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Select Council, appoint a 
Messenger and prescribe his duties. The salary of the 
Messenger shall be five jiundred dollars per annum, payable 
monthly. 


Sect. 10. The Chief Engineer and Surveyor shall receive 
an annual salary of $3000, payable quarterly, for all services 
by him to be performed ; and the District Surveyors, for keep- 
ing the public record of surveys, performing all services as a 
member of said Board, and all other official services that may be 
required of them for the City of Philadelphia, shall each receive 
an annual salary of $500, as provided by Act of Assembly, 
payable quarterly, in addition to such fees and charges as are 
or may be hereafter provided for. 


Sect. 11. That the following schedule or rates of charges 
for work shall be allowable in advance to the District Sur- 
veyors, by the owners of property on or adjoining streets wherein 
the same shall have been ordered or done, viz: 


For surveying and regulating each single lot of not 
more than 20 feet front, “ - ~ ss $3 00 


Each single lot of more than 20 and not over 40 feet

Each single lot of more than 40 and not over 60 feet

For measuring, making drawings and returns for water pipes, 
two cents per lineal foot, to be paid by the City. 
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For gutter or grading stakes, one cent per lineal foot, to be 
paid by the City. 


For furnishing curb heights and stakes for 100 feet front or 
less, $2 50 and one-half cent per foot for each additional 
foot of front. 


For measuring and making returns of paving and curbing, 
two cents per lineal foot of property on each side, to be 
paid by the City. 


For furnishing the heights for recurbing or repaving, two 
cents per lineal foot.

To establish a Market in the Twenty-second Ward. 


Sect. 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Philadelphia do ordain, That from and after the passage here- 
of, the north-east side of Germantown avenue, between 
Centre and Mill streets shall be and the same is hereby appro- 
priated as a market stand.

Sect. 4. That if any person or persons, except farmers 
with their produce, shall offer for sale any articles of market- 
Ing in any of the streets, lanes, roads or alleys, within the 
limits of Washington avenue, Wissahickon and Bristol streets, 
in the T'wenty-second Ward, during market hours, he, she or 
they so offending, for every such offence shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of five dollars. 


Secr 65. That it shall be the duty of the supervisor of 
Highways to have Germantown avenue, from Centre to Mill 
street, cleansed at least twice in each week, and to remove 
all the filth, dirt and offal created by the market, and deposit 
the same in such a place as the Commissioner of Highways 
may direct. 


Sect. 6. That all fines and penalties incurred under this 
ordinance shall be recoverable before any Alderman, one-half 
to be paid to the person prosecuting for the same, and the 
other half to the use of the City: Provided, that no Police- 
man shall be allowed to participate in any penalty sued for 
under this ordinance.

CHAPTER CLXXXIX. 
AN ORDINANCE 


To regulate the construction of vaults under the streets, and 
to provide for the enforcement of useful regulations dur- 
ing the time of such construction. 


Sect. 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Philadelphia do ordain, ‘That no person or persons shall dig or 
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cause to be dug, any vault or vaults under any of the streets or 
highways of the City, without the consent of the Board of 
Commissioners of Highways, who are hereby authorized to 
judge and determine on the necessity and propriety thereof: 


Provided, that in no case shall the same extend beyond the 
line of the curb. 


Sect. 2. Before any such permission shal] be granted asafore- 
said, the applicant shall pay therefor to the License Clerk, in 
the Department of Highways, Bridges, Sewers and Cleansing 
the City, for the use of the City, the sum of one dollar for every 
foot front of such vault; and, upon such permission being 
granted, and payment as aforesaid, the said clerk shall issue 
to said applicant a license for the construction of such vault, 
which shall specify the front thereof. 


Sect. 3. That the centre of all openings hereafter to be 
made into vaults constructed under the streets, shall be at a 
distance not over two feet from the line of the curb-stone, or 
fuot-pavement; and all such openings shall be covered by an 
iron plate or grate made of iron bars of at least one inch square 
in thickness, or of any other substantial material which may 
be authorized by the Commissioner of Highways, fixed ina 
frame of iron or stone; and if any opening be made in any 
vault in any other manner, or the covering of any such open- 
ing shall be of any other kind than herein set forth, the owner 
or occupier of the premises in front whereof such vault is con- 
structed, shall forfeit and pay the sum of feve dollars for every 
such Lente, and the like sum of five dollars for every week 
such offence is continued. 


Sect. 4. During the time that any vault is being construct- 
ed, and until the same shall be covered in and completed, the 
person or persons constructing or causing the same to be con- 
structed, shall cause a bridge or planking to be placed over 
the same sufficient to allow foot passengers to pass, and shall 
also cause so much of the said vault as is not covered by the 
said bridge or planking, to be fenced in and enclosed, and to 
he lighted at night by at least one lamp; and every person 
who shall neglect so to place such bridge or planking, or 
to fence in and enclose such vault, or light the same as herein 
directed, shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, the 


sum of five dollars for each day after having been notified by 
any Supervisor or Police Officer. 
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Sect. 5. The penalties herein mentioned shall be sued for 
and recovered in the manner that penalties for the violation of 
ordinances are by law sued for and recovered. 


Sect. 6. That so much of any ordinance of the Corporation 
of the Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of Philadelphia, or of 
any of the Corporations which, by the act approved Febru- 
ary 2, 1804, entitled “A further Supplement to an act enti- 
tled “An Act to incorporate the City of Philadelphia,’”’ form 
apart of the City of Philadelphia as is inconsistent herewith, 
be and the same is hereby repealed.

CHAPTER CXC. 


AN ORDINANCE 


To reorganize the Police Department of the City of Phale- 
delphia. 


Secr. 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Philadelphia do ordain, That for the purposes of Police, the 
City shall be divided into sixteen police districts, viz: 


‘The First and Second Wards shall be one police district; 
the Third and Fourth Wards shall be one police district; the 
Fifth Ward shall be one police district; the Sixth Ward 
shall be one police district; the Seventh and Eighth Wards 
shall be one police district; the Ninth and Tenth Wards 
shall be one police district; the Eleventh and Twelfth Wards 
shall be one police district; the Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
Wards shall be one police district; the Fifteenth Ward shall 
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be one police district; the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Wards 
shall be one police district: the Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
Wards shall be one police ‘districts the Twentieth, Twenty- 
first, Twenty-second, Twenty-third ‘and Twenty- fourth Wards 
shall each bea separate police district. 


Sect. 2. There shall be one Station-house in each Ward, 
to be located by the Mayor, by and with the consent of the 
Councils, for the use of the police, and for the temporary 
detention of persons arrested, or charged with offences against 
the laws. 


Secr. 3. The Mayor shall nominate, and by and with the 
advice and consent of the Select Council, appoint for each 
police district a Lieutenant and two Sergeants, whose duties 
shall hereafter be prescribed by the Mayor, until otherwise 
ordered by Councils. 


Sect. 4. The Executive Police Force Sea Watchmen of 
the City of Philadelphia, exclusive of Lieutenants and Ser-. 
geants, shall be six hundred and fifty men, and they shall be 
distributed among the respective police districts as the Mayor 
shall from time to time direct: Provided, that this ordinance 
shall not go into effect until the twenty- silat day of Febru- 
ary, one thousand eight hundred and fifty- -six: And provided 
further, that all vacancies occurring before that time shall 
not be supplied by any appointment. 


Sect. 5. The Mayor shall nominate, and by and with the 
advice and consent of the Select Council, appoint eight offi- 
cers, to be known as High Constables, to be in attendance at 
the Mayor’s or Marshal’s Office, as the Mayor may direct; and 
also four Special Officers and two Messengers for attendance 
at the Mayor’s Office. 


Sect. 6. The Mayor shall have power to prescribe the 
duties of the various officers to be appointed under this ordi- 
nance, and to make all police rules and regulations, subject 
to the approval of Councils. 


Secr. 7. There shall be elected by Councils in joint meet- 
ing, in the month of November of this year, and annually 
hereafter, in the month of June, one Alderman, to bea Police 
or Committing Magistrate, in each police district. And it 
shall be the duty of two of the Policemen, to be selected by 
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the Mayor, from and out of the Policemen assigned to each 
police district, to attend each day, both forenoon and after- 
noon, at the office of the Police Magistrate of the District, for 
the purpose of serving process issued by such’ magistrates, 
which process it shall be the duty of the policemen to whom it 
may be delivered forthwith to serve according to law, and to 
make return thereof to the said magistrate, and it shall also be 
the duty of the said magistrate to report forthwith to the Mayor, 
in writing, any neglect of attendance or other misbehavior by 
said Policemen. 


Sect. 8. It shall be the duty of the Police Magistrates, 
under the direction of the Mayor, to attend at their respective 
District Station-houses, daily, at seven o’clock, A. M., from 
the first day of April to the first day of October, and at eight 
o’clock, A. M., from the first day of October to the first day 
of April, for the purpose of hearing and disposing of the pri- 
soners there detained. And it shall be further the duty of said 
magistrate to report forthwith to the Mayor, in writing, any 
misbehavior in any Police Officer or Policeman which may 
come to his notice at such hearings. 


Sect. 9. That a docket of such cases as may be thus heard 
shall be kept by the said magistrates at the District Station- 
houses, and it shall be the duty of the said magistrates to 
make return of all cases in which any person or persons may 
be there held to answer, at the commencement of the term of 
Quarter Sessions to the District Attorney. And it shall be 
the duty of the Lieutenant, or one of the two Sergeants, to 
attend at such hearings at the Station- houses, and to deliver 
to the District Attorney the said returns. 


‘Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Police or Committing 
Magistrates, and they are hereby required to make report to 
the City Controller at the end of each and every month, the 
amount of money received and due by them to the City, and 
the said Police Magistrates shall make out an account current 
at the end of each year, showing the amount received and the 
amount due them; and in no case shall they reeeive for their 
services 25 Police or Committing Magistrates, any greater 


amount of money than the receipts of their respective offices 
shall exhibit. 


Sect. 11. No policeman shall be permitted to engage in any 
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other business or profession whatsoever, and he or they so 
offending shall upon due proof thereof, be at once discharged 
from the service, and shall not be eligible for reappointment 
for one year thereafter. 


Secr. 12. That all policeman shall be allowed, with the 
permission of the Mayor, to receive any rewards or gratuities 
which may be offered them by persons or institutions who 
may consider themselves benefited by their extra services: 
Provided, the same shall not have been asked for or promised 
before the service was rendered, and it shall be a misdemeanor 
in office for any of them to receive any other compensation, 
fee or reward, to be followed by dismission from service. 


Secr. 13. That so much of any and all former ordinances 
as are altered or supplied by the provisions of this ordinance, 
be and the same are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 


To authorize a Loan to pay claims against and to defray 
expenses of the Corporation. 


Sect. 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Philadelphia do ordain, That the Mayor of the City of Phila- 
delphia be and he is hereby authorized to borrow, at not less 
than par, on the credit of the City Corporation, from time to 
time, as he may be required by the City Treasurer, such sums

of money as may be necessary to pay claims against the said 
Corporation, and to meet the expenses of the City Govern- 
ment, not exceeding in the whole the sum of one million of 
dollars; for which interest, at a rate not to exceed six per 
centum per annum, shall be paid, half yearly, on the first days 
of January and July, at the office of the City Treasurer. 
The principal of said loan shall be payable and paid at the 
expiration of thirty years from the date of the same, and not 
before, without the consent of the holders thereof; and cer- 
tificates therefor, in the usual form of certificates of City loan, 
shall be issued in such amounts as the lenders may require, but 
not for any fractional part of one hundred dollars, or if re- 
quired, in amounts of five hundred or one thousand dollars, 
with coupons attached for the payment of the interest there- 
in named; the said coupons shall be signed by the City 
Treasurer, and the said certificates shall have expressed 
therein that they are payable free from all taxes: Provided, 
that the provisions of section fifth of the ordinance approved 
August seventh, eighteen hundred and fifty-four, entitled ‘* An 
Ordinance to provide for the issue of certificates of debt of the 
City of Philadelphia,” shall apply to this ordinance, except 
as provides for the payment of,State tax. 


Sect. 2. Whenever any loan shall be made by virtue here- 
of, there shall be, by force of this ordinance, annually appro- 
priated out of the income of the corporate estates, and from 
the sums raised by taxation, a sum sufficient to pay the inter- 
est on said certificates; and the further sum of three-tenths 
of one per centum on the par value of such certificates so 
issued, shall be appropriated quarterly out of said income and 
taxes to a sinking fund, which fund and its accumulations are 
hereby specifically pledged for the redemption and payment 
of said certificates. 


Sect. 3. The faith of the City of Philadelphia is hereby 
pledged to her creditors, that a tax for the year eighteen hun- 
dred and fifty-six shall be levied on the real estate within the 
bounds of the same, valued according to the assessment there- _ 
of in the year eighteen hundred and fifty-five, at the rate of 
seven and a half mills on the dollar, to be designated asa 
Loan ‘Tax, and annually thereafter that a sufficient tax, under 
the like designation, in each and every year on the said real 
estate, according to the then assessed value thereof, shall like- 
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wise be levied for the purpose of paying the interest, and 
within thirty years from the date hereof, the principal of the 
public debt of the City, and to continue until the principal of 
the said debt shall be extinguished and no longer, and the 
said tax shall cover and secure all the appropriations made in 
the several ordinances existing at the time of the said levy, 
creating sinking funds for the redemption of all loans, as well 
as cover and pay the interest on said loans. Said tax shall 
be included as an item under a separate head in the entire City

CHAPTER CCXXIL. 
AN ORDINANCE 


To authorize the Germantown Water Company to lay matns 
for the conveyance of water in certain streets in the Twenty- 
second Ward, upon the terms therein mentioned.

CHAPTER CCXXIV. 


AN ORDINANCE 
For the regulation of Signs, Awnings and Awning Posts. 


Sect. 1. The Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Philadelphia do ordain, That from and after the first day of 
February, one thousand eight bundred and fifty-six, it shall 
not be lawful to place, keep or maintain a side wing or 
side wings to any awning or awnings the lower side of which 
shall not be at least seven feet six inches above the pavement 
under the same, nor to place, keep or maintain any device 
in the nature thereof on any foot-pavement as a sign. 


Sect. 2. That from and after the first day of February, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-six, it shall not be lawful to 
place, keep or maintain any awning which shall not extend to 
the line of the curb-stone of the footway or pavement in front - 
of the premises before which such awning shall be placed. 


Sect. 3. That from and after the first day of February, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-six, it shall not be lawful to 
erect or renew on any footway or pavement any post other 
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than iron for the support or suspension of awnings, or to attach 
any rails to awning posts that shall be less than seven feet six 
inches clear from the pavement: Provided, that nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to authorize the erection or 
maintenance of any permanent sheds across the sidewalk: 
Jind further provided, that it shall not prevent the repair of 
any awning posts with the same material as those now in use. 


Sect. 4. That it shall not be lawful for any person or per- 
sons to place, keep or maintain, on any footway, or to project 
or extend from his or her or their dwelling or building, any 
sign board, pole or any device, or any thing whatsoever to 
denote or show his, her or their place of business, or the mer- 
chandize or things which he, she or they have to dispose of, 
into any of the streets of the said City of the width of fifty 
feet or upwards, to a greater extent than eighteen inches from 
the line of the street from a point four feet six inches above 
the level of the foot-pavement to the top of the first story, nor 
to a greater extent than four feet three inches from the line of 


the street on any other part of such building. 


Sect. 5. That any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, for each offence, be liable 
to a penalty of five dollars, to be recovered in the manner 
that penalties for breach of ordinances are by law recoverable. 


Secr. 6. That so much of any ordinance as is inconsistent 
herewith, be and the same is hereby repealed. ;
